DeLuca, 39, at their Lombard apart- 
ment. 


Rose also described how DeLuca re- 


fused to let police into the apartment, 
how Miss Columbo shouted, obsce- 
nities at police and how police finally 
had to try kicking down the door to 
gain entry. 


THE PAIR is charged with the May 


4, 1976 murders of Miss Columbo's 
parents, Frank and Mary Columbo, 
and her 13-year-old brother, Michael, 


at their home at 55 E. Brantwood Dr., 
Elk Grove Village. 


Rose took the witness stand in 


Judge R. Eugene Pincham's court- 
room to testify at a hearing on pre- 
trial motions to quash Miss Columbo's 
arrest and suppress her post-arrest 
statements. 


Miss Columbo at times appeared 


close to tears as she listened to Rose 
tell how she had allegedly conspired 
to murder her family.

were talking business. Knox was seated with his back

Suddenly, the sharp crack of glass interrupted 


their conversation as a bullet zinged into the third- 
floor office, showering it with window fragments.

Kissinger hiring private guards for his protection

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Former 


Sec. of State Henry Kissinger is re- 
cruiting a private security force to re- 
place the Secret Service protection he 
expects to lose by the end of the 
month, sources said Thursday. 


Kissinger has hired Walter Bothe, 


36, a veteran Secret Service agent and 
personal friend, to head the small se- 
curity group, sources said. 


They said Bothe, who was acciden- 


tally shot 2Vz years ago while guard- 


ing Kissinger, will resign from the Se- 
cret Service by May 11 to assume his 
new job. 


Bothe has been trying in recent 


weeks to hire other present or former 
agents to guard Kissinger, the sources 
said. It was not known how successful 
he has been or what their salaries 
would be. 


ONE SOURCE SAID Bothe's annual 


salary would be substantially above 
his Secret Service base pay of ap- 
proximately $30,000, and he also will 


get an expense account and use of a 
car. 


A spokesman for Kissinger was re- 


luctant to discuss the new security ar- 
rangements, but said "security ex- 
pets" had agreed "there is a contin- 
uing need for protection for some 
time to come." 


ihe Kissinger spokesman said it 


was then decided "we would put to- 
gether a team and we are doing so 
now." 


Kissinger has spent most of his time 


out of the public eye since he left of- 


fice in January. 


HE TESTIFIED for the first time, 


as a private citizen on Capitol Hill 
Monday and made his first public 
speech 'Tuesday at Georgetown Univer- 
sity. 


He has accepted a visiting profes- 


sorship at Georgetown and is working 
on his memoirs. He also has agreed to 
provide news analysis for NBC tele- 
vision. 


Bothe accompanied Kissinger on 


many of his worldwide negotiating 
missions.

campaign has enlisted the support of 
a number of religious leaders in the

During the campaign, Mrs Bryant 


has been quoted as saying that "God 
puts homosexuals in the same cate- 
gory as murderers" and that the con- 
flict in the county is "a battle of the 
agnostics, the atheists and the ungod- 
ly on one side and God's people on the

Sheek, however, said it was "simply

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Carter halts use of plutonium as fuel 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - President 


Carter abandoned plutonium as a U. 
S. energy source Thursday, saying nu- 
clear fuel benefits offered by the 
deadly material are far outweighed 
by the danger that it might cause the 
spread of atomic weapons. 


Carter, reversing the decisions of 


previous presidents, suspended com- 
mercial development of the fast bree- 
der nuclear reactor and said the 
United States will not extract pluto- 
nium from spent nuclear fuel. 


Both the breeder and fuel reprocess- 


ing were once considered vital by U. 
S. energy planners. 


CARTER SAID HE found plutonium 


as a source of energy poses unaccep- 
table risks because it can be easily 
turned into nuclear weapons. 


He also urged other advanced nucle- 


ar nations to join the United States in 
halting export of plutonium produc- 
tion facilities to non-nuclear nations. 


In return for the restraint he seeks, 


Carter said, the United States will try 
to become the enriched uranium fuel 
supplier for the world with safeguards 
to keep peaceful atomic energy from 
leading to nuclear weapons prolifera- 
tion. 


T h e president's 
decision 
cast 


serious doubts i>ver the future of a $2 
billion federal breeder reactor project 
at Oak Ridge, Tenn., and a private 
atomic fuel recycling plant at Barn- 
well. S. C. 


ENVIRONMENTALISTS CLAIMED 


it did not go far enough while the util- 
ity industry and the nuclear industry 
said Carter's plans would create ener- 
gy problems in the future. 


Plutonium is one of the deadliest 


poisons known to man. It is produced 
as a byproduct of the .recycling of 
spent uranium fuel by the^ so-called 
"breeder" reactors. It is a ime nucle- 
ar reactor fuel and the nuclear power 
industry had called it vital to stretch 
uranium reactor fuel supplies. 


Government experts say it also can 


be easily fashioned into bombs by 
nonnuclear nations or by terrorists 
who might obtain it through theft. 


Carter said, "We have concluded 


that the serious consequences of proli- 
feration and direct implications for 
peace and security — as well as 
strong scientific and economic evi- 
dence — require a major change in U. 
S. domestic nuclear energy policies 
and . . . a concerted effort among all 
nations to find better answers to the 


problems and risks accompanying the 
increased use of nuclear power." 


CARTER STRESSED HE does not 


expect such countries as Britain, 
France, Germany and Japan to give 
up their own breeder reactors but he 
urged them to ban the export of pluto- 
nium production facilities that might 
give nonnuclear countries the chance 
to develop atomic weapons. 


"The U. S. is deeply concerned 


about the consequences for all nations 
of a further spread of nuclear weap- 
ons or explo'sive capabilities," Carter 
said. 


"We believe that these risks would 


be vastly increased by the further 
spread of sensitive technologies which 
entail direct access to plutonium, 
highly enriched uranium or other 
weapons-usable material." 


The Edison Electric Institute and 


the Atomic Industrial Forum said fail- 
ure to go ahead with reprocessing and 
commercial development of the bree- 
der spell trouble for the future U. S. 
energy supply. 


The Ralph Nader group "Critical 


Mass" criticized continuation of bree- 
der research. 


S E N A T E REPUBLICAN leader 


Howard Baker of Tennessee called 
Carter's decision to halt work on the 
fast breeder nuclear reactor "a mis- 
take." 


Senate Democratic leader Robert 


Byrd, while indicating he had reserva- 
tions, said "I certainly agree with the 
idea of cutting the spread of nuclear 
weapons to terrorist groups and the 
like." 


The only private reprocessing plant 


in the United States is being built at 
Barnwell by Allied-General, r which 
has spent some $250 million on the 
project and wants the government' to 
help supply another $250 million to 
finish the job. 


Carter said that plant "will receive 


neither federal encouragement 
nor 


funding for its completion as a repr- 
ocessing facility," effectively halting 
the project. 


The federal project at Oak Ridge 


was designed to demonstrate the plu- 
tonium breeder on a commercial 
scale by the late 1980s. Administration 
officials said that timetable is pushed 
back 10 years and Carter said the ex- 
tra time will be devoted to research 
on breeder fuels safer than plutonium. 


Carter's energy 
proposal to hike 
costs for oil, gas

President Carter's April 20 energy 


proposals would make oil and gas cost 
more, but the program is being de- 
signed with some protections for the 
residential user, Capitol Hill sources 
said Thursday. 


Carter's top energy adviser, James 


R. Schlesinger, talked in detail with 
congressional leaders Wednesday be- 
hind closed doors about the plan. 


The program will include raising 


the federal gasoline tax if cars do not 
get more efficient, one source said. 


ANOTHER REPORTED, "Tile gen- 


eral idea of the gasoline tax proposal 
is that the tax be plowed back to cut 
the food and drug sales taxes, or sim- 
ilar taxes on the state level, so thai 
the impact would be nil." 


Sources who were at the meeting 


said the program will include a grad- 
ual deregulation of natural gas and oil 
prices, allowing the prices to rise to 
their natural level. This would encour- 
age users to purchase other energy 
sources such as coal and nuclear pow- 
er. 


At the bame time, federal controls 


would be extended to the intraslate 
natural gas market in which gas pro- 
duced hi a state is sold in the same 
state. That gas is not now price con- 
trolled and sometimes sells for twice 
the interstate price. 


"The general idea of the whole 


program is to equalize fuel prices," 
one source said. "That is. if a bucket 
of coal that provides 1 million BTU's 
of heat and a thimbleful of oil or 
whatever provides a million but's, 
then both would cost the same." 


A BTU is a measure of heat and 


used to compare differing forms of 
energy. 


RESIDENTIAL users would oe pro- 


tected from the gradual de-regulation 
in Carter's proposal. The plan calls 
for the gas from older wells to contin- 
ue under some price controls. This 
gas would be reserved for households 


ami other top priority UP"" such as 
hospitals. 


Incentive programs would encour- 


age use of cars with good gas mile- 
age. Those failing by 1980 to get a 
certain number of miles per gallon 
would be taxed by how far they fall 
short of the goal. Those getting more 
gas mileage than the law would re- 
ceive a credit. 


Sources said Carter's program also 


includes incentives for making Ameri- 
can homes energy efficient. A federal 
standard would be established for in- 
sulation and energy efficiency, with 
tax breaks providing an incentive. 
Home loans would also be available 
for 
weatherization, 
including 
in- 


stallation of more insulation, weather 
stripping and storm doors. 


The program also would include a 


requirement that utilities and in- 
dustries thai are able, switch from oil 
and gas to coal and nuclear power. 
Several power plants and companies 
converted from coal to oil in recent 
years because of environmentalists 
demands.

The liearl of Thompson's legislative 


package is a new State Board of Eth- 
ics thai would regulate most of the 
proposed laws. 


The state already has an ethics 


board, but it was created through an 
executive order by former Gov. Dan 
Walker-and only regulated employes 
under the governor's direct jurisdic- 
tion. 


THE NEW BOARD would cover all 


statewide elected officials, their top 
employes and state legislators. It will 
have subpoena power, Thompson said. 


Thompson modeled the ethics pro- 


posals from his personal gubernato- 
rial campaign practices and a position 
paper issued March 25,1976. 


In discussing the proposals at a Chi- 


cago press conference, Thompson and 
his chief legal counsel Gary Starkman 
disagreed on whether the bills would 
end the ability of lawyer-legislators to 
keep their clients' names secret. 


The sacrosanct tradition has be- 


come frequent hiding place for pay- 
ments to lawmakers to influence leg- 
islation under the guise of the time- 
honored lawyer-client secrecy provi- 
sions. 


A CONTROVERSY developed last 


year involving former State Rep. Ger- 
ald Shea, D-Riverside, who represent- 
ed the Illinois State Medical Society 
and sponsored malpractice legislation 
favorable to doctors.

Illinois briefs 
Panel OKs bill 
to limit funding 


The Illinois House Executive Committee Thursday approved leg- 


islation which would prohibit state agencies other then the Dept. of 
Transportation from spending gas tax money. The bill's sponsor, 
Rep. Michael McClain. D-Quincy, said the measure would free 
some $130 million a year in gas tax money now being used for 
purposes other than road building for direct highway use. As a 
result, he said, it could avoid an increase in the gas tax. "This 
proposal is something that as the session goes on — and in your 
next campaign — you'll find is very good," McClain told the com- 
mittee. The Bill (H701) passed on a 154 roll call. 


The money now is being used by the 'courts, the secretary of 


state's office and other agencies and departments which have 
highway-related functions. McClain is proposing that those costs 
bo paid from other earmarked funds now held in the state trea- 
sury, such as the Agricultural Premium Fund, the Illinois Fund 
for Illinois Colts and similar funds. He said those funds currently 
have a surplus of S108 million. That money could be used to re- 
place road fund money without culling estimated spending from 
any fund, he said.

Tragedies give victim faith in people 


Reinaldo Erpel was working in a 


Chicago Holiday Inn two weeks ago 
when he received a phone call. 


"They said 'we have some bad 


news for you. Your apartment has 
been destroyed by fire.' The first 
thing I asked was where is my moth- 
er. Luckily she was all right," Erpel 
says. ' . 
.' 
' 


But everything else he owned, pos- 


sessions valued at $8,000, was lost. Er- 
pel, 38, was homeless and penniless 
owning only the shirt on his back. 


BUT RATHER than be bitter over 


his fate, Erpel says he has learned 
new lessons from the fire. The scores 
of people who have given him things 
since: the March 27 i blaze raced 
through his Mill Creek 
apartment 


have reaffirmed his faith in humanity, 
h e says. . 
. 
. 


"You see all this help coming from 


all over and you know you are not 
alone. You think you are livdng in a 
time when, we are so isolated but then 
you see brothers all around you," the 
Buffalo Grove resident says. 


More than 100 people have offered 


to give Erpel furniture, clothing and 
other household items for his new Mill 
Creek apartment since the story of his 
plight appeared in The Herald March 
28, he says. 


The Buffalo Grove National Bank 


created a special account to accept 
donations.to help him rebuild his 
world. 


Erpel said he will repay humanity 


for the kindness that has been shown 
him and his mother who lives with 
him. 


"I will make payment to my fellow 


'human beings. I have to grow through 
this to believe in humanity again. My 
life is in my present, I'm going to live 
in the future. Why should I think 
about the past," he says. 


HIS PAST IS a series of tragedies, 


including an unsuccessful marriage, 
the loss of his career when he came to 
America in 1969 and the loss last Au- 
gust of a 5-year-old-son to leukemia. 


Erpel came to America seeking op- 


portunity, but found that his European 
degrees in psychology did not qualify 
him to teach here. 


He tnok a job as a factory worker, 


putting in long hours trying to earn 
the money needed to return to school. 


But work had its price. His wife left 


him, taking thear two children with 
her, he says. 


An unsuccessful marriage taught 


him to stop putting his career ahead 
of all else. 


"It doesn't matter you're a psy- 


chologist, you're a human being 
first," he decided. 


He and his mother moved to Illinois 


in 1970 and Erpel began working in 
hotels as an auditor. 


THEN LAST summer, his youngest 


child died of leukemia. But Erpel says 
the experience strengthened rather 
than weakened him. His belief in an 
afterlife grew stronger and he real- 
ized that material things are not all 
there is to life, Erpel says. 


Then, the fire. Erpel had no insur- 


ance.

In 
Milwaukee teachers struck the HO.noo-pupil public school system 
one day before the Friday start of Easter vacation but no incidents 
were reported. Kansas City police used a yellow school bus to haul 
teachers to jail and nonstriking tearhers and students entered the 
schools without incident. The arrests were the first major picket 
line confrontation between authorities and teachers during the 18- 
day strike by the Kansas City Federation of Teachers.

Anne Cox Chambers to Belgium were recommended by others, not 
Carter. The board was designed to pick the best persons for the 
jobs, and not just political cronies as often has been the case in 
the past. 


Confirming previous reports. Carter also named former Senate 


Democratic leader .Mike Mansfield as ambassador to Japan, Yale 
president Kingman Brewster to Britain's Court of St. James's, and 
fnnnor Princeton University president Robert H. Goheen as am- 
bassador to India. Carter picked Wisconsin Gov. Pat Lucey as 
ambassador to Mexico. He also named Wilbert J. LeMelle, a black 
and Fori Foundation official, to Kenya and Seychelles; and three 
career diplomats. Samuel W. Lewis, to Israel, William H. Sullivan, 
to Iran, and George S. Vest, to Pakistan W.1 Tapley Bennett Jr., 
was named permanent representative to NATO. He is CO, a native 
of Griffin. Ga.. and has been a member of the Foreign Service 
since 1941 including ambassador to the Dominican Republic 1964-66 
and Panama 1!)B6-B9. The new ambassadors are subject to Senate 
confirmation.

Cot fee, food 


boosts prices 


1.1% in March 


WASHINGTON 
(UP'I) 
-Higher 


prices for coffee and other foods 
boosted wholesale inflation 1.1 per 
cent in March to the worst rate in 17 
months, the Labor Dept. reported 
Thursday. 


The surge in prices is new fuel for 


critics of the administration's pro- 
p o s e d 
economic stimulus. Con- 


servatives have complained $50 re- 
bates for individuals and $4 billion for 
public works will piwtide less in eco- 
nomic benefits than it will produce in 
inflation. 


The annual rote of increase was 13.2 


per cent in March and a dramatic ac- 
celeration from the cold-weather in- 
duced 10.8 per cent in February. The 
C a r t e r 
administration says the 


January annual increase of the 6 per 
cent is the "underlying" rate. 


THE 
DEPARTMENT said the 


Wholesale Price Index, which mea- 


sures the price of goods sold in large 
quantities within the business commu- 
nity, stood at 191.9 in March. Business 
paid $1.919 to buy goods worth $1,000 
in 1967. 


The WPI. which many economists 


believe to be the government's best 
i n f l a t i o n barometer, has nearly 
doubled in the past decade for the 
highest inflation rate since 1941-1951. 


The 1.1 per, cent increase was the 


highest since the WPf climbed 1.2 per 
cent in October, 1975. 


Raw coffee, cocoa and tea were 


most responsible for a 2.5 per cent in- 
crease in the farm price index, the de- 
partment said. 


IN ADDITION, previous increases 


for green coffee rippled to the next 
level in the production chain and con- 
tributed to a 1.9 per cent rise in con- 
sumer-ready processed foods. 


The department said vegetable oils, 


cotton, pork, grains, vegetables and 
fruits, cereal and bakery products 
also rose in March, 


If all these food price increases con- 


tinued for a year, they would raise the 
wholesale cost of a $10 market basket 
to about $13. Much, if not all, of this 
price increase eventually would be 
passed to consumers. 


But food was not the only problem 


area, the department said. The index 
for industrial commodities was up .8 
per cent, the third straight month that 
prices accelerated since the modest .3 
per cent rise in December. 


Metals, glass, plastic and chemicals 


were the primary propellants in the 
fourth consecutive month of accelera- 
ting rices for industrial commodities 
— the primary building blocks in the 
manufacturing cycle that leads to 
cars, refrigerators, office equipment 
and factory tools.

Buyers gain 
in meat pact 


Suburbanites apparently stand 


to receive one benefit from the 
Chicago mayoral election — at 
least it' area butchers ratify this 
w e e k ' s agreement allowing 
tresh meat sales after 6 p.m. 


Acting Chicago Mayor Mi- 


chael Bilandic clearly intends to 
foster the agreement to boost his 
election campaign. And even if 
it provides less than a perfect 
solution to the night meat sales 
problem, the agreement is good 
news for consumers. 


Members of the Amalgamated 


Meat Cutters and Butcher Work- 
men's Union will be voting next 
week on the agreement with the 
urea's five supermarket chains. 
The 
agreement would 
allow 


night meat sales with a butcher 
on duty who would be paid time 
and a half after 6p.m. 


The association representing 


smaller meat markets is not 
part of the tentative agreement. 
Illinois Food Retailers Assn. of- 
ticials say they want to nego- 
tiate with the union to allow 
staggered shifts for butchers, to 
civoid paying overtime to the 
butchers on duty after 6 p.m. 


For those who move to the 


i hicayo area from other parts of 
the country where night meat 
^alet, are taken for granted, all 
this must sound strange. It 
seems unnecessary for super- 
markets to have any butcher on 


duty after (i p.m., since meat is 
pre-cut and in the display cases. 
In addition, it seems hardly re- 
volutionary to suggest that if 
butchers must be on duty that 
they should work split shifts" — 
not 11 or 12 hour days with over- 
time pay. 


Nevertheless, the mere fact 


Bilandic was able to win any 
kind of compromise on night 
meat sales is a victory for per- 
sons who have found themselves 
unable to buy fresh meat during 
the week because of their own 
work schedules. 


The butchers who will vote on 


the new pact should realize that 
consumer hostility to the night 
meat sales ban has reached the 
point that they cannot much 
longer maintain their antiquated 
work rules. 


The Illinois General Assembly 


has been considering bills to re- 
quire night meat sales. Defeat of 
the proposed new contract would 
probably assure the success of 
such measures. 


Once the meat counters are 


opened after 6 p.m., additional 
sensible rules for scheduling 
butchers should be negotiated by 
the union and supermarkets. 


The important thing is that 


night meat sales are at last 
close to reality in our area. For 
that Mayor Bilandic, whatever 
his political motivations, has 
won some suburban thanks. 


Polls should be unified 


A new Buffalo Grove park 


commissioner was elected to a 
six-year term Tuesday by less 
than 7 per cent of the registered 
\ oters in the park district. 


Voter apathy can be blamed to 


a large degree for the poor 
showing at the polling places, 
but confusion and sheer incon- 
venience also took their toll of 
potential voters. 


Instead of walking into the pol- 


ling place and being handed bal- 
lots for both the township and 
park district races in Buffalo 
Grove, voters were forced to 


travel to two different polling 
places to vote. 


Arlington Heights. Hoffman 


Estates and Schaumburg park 
districts simplified -the voting 
process by using the same pol- 
ling places as the township. Buf- 
falo Grove Park District offi- 
cials should take the same step. 


It's bad enough that voters 


will have to go to the polls again 
tomorrow and on April 19 before 
getting local elections out of the 
way. It's too much to ask voters 
to go to two places in one day to 
vote.

Last words on unit vote 


Moving to tills area several years 


ago was our initiation into separation 
of elementary and high school eduea- 
ton. In other states, we were always 
paai of a community, or unit, system 
and there was much pride in the 
achievements of each area's educa- 
tional system. 


I find the continuity of a unit dis- 


trict more responsible and responsive 
to the needs of the children and com- 
munity which it serves. 


While I am concerned about the stu- 


dents in other areas, my first respon- 
sibility is to my own children and pro- 
viding them with optimum education- 
al opportunities. I think that responsi- 
bility cam best be met .through a unit 
district. Many of High School Dist. 
2]4's highly to.uted special programs, 
even in adult education, are not easily 
accessible to the residents of this 
area. 


Dist. 59 has engaged hi a continuing 


effort to provide the best possible edu- 
cation and services for its students. 
Some of my children were prepared 
well enough to participate in Forest 
View High School's honors and ad- 
vanced programs so that preparation 
could not have been as inadequate as 
some would have us believe. Forest 
View also has some excellent and 
dedicated teachers. If, as they say, 
their only concern is the quality edu- 
cation of our children, then I assume 
they would continue their efforts at 
Forest View toward that goal, regard- 
less of the outcome of any vote. 


Many comparisons have been made 


relative to Dist. 59 and Dist. 214's fi- 
nancial accountability. I can find little 
to be proud of in 214's projected $17 
million surplus. I would admire their 
financial management more had some 
of that surplus been used to update 
the facilities at Forest View. Class- 
room space is inadequate; a faulty 
heating system leaves some rooms too 
hot while others require a coat for 
comfort. With the spring monsoon 
season approaching, there is no need to 
fret" about the expense of building a 
swimming pool — just close off a 
room on the third floor and you've got 
one. Dodging the buckets strategically 
placed in rooms, halls, and stairways 
to collect rain water could also be in- 
corporaled 
into 
a P.E. 
obstacle 


course, eliminating costly roof re- 
pairs. 


I hope the people in Dist. 59 endorse 


a unit district to insure local control 
of our programs and best utilization 
of our lax dollars.

THIS LETTER is written to refute 


certain incorrect allegations made by 
the Dist. 59 unit district proponents. 


It has been asserted that students at' 


Forest View and Elk Grove High 
Schools are denied access to various 
Dist. 214 programs. This is not true. 
By board policy, any student in a 
Dis.1. 214 high school may 
attend 


classes or programs provided in other 
Dist. 214 high schools. District 214 is 
unique in providing 
transportation 


during the school day for more than 
500 students to various community re- 
sources and to other schools. 


It has been asserted by the Dist. W 


unit district proponents that students 
at Forest View and Elk Grove High 
Schools have not been provided cur- 
ricular benefits offered to students at 
the other six schools. There are a. 
number of significant programs pro- 
vided at Elk Grove and Forest View 
which are not provided in other Dist. 
214 schools. For example, at Forest 
View there are the radio station, work 
experience cooperative education pro- 
gram, practical 
architectural con- 


struction program. Elk Grove has the 
public service practicum, the edu- 
cable mentally handicapped program, 
the continuing archaeological pro- 
gram which works at the Dist. 214 
ninth site and also at the Koster site 
at KampsviUe, HI., and an excellent 
fine arts program called The Grenais-

sance Month which this year, for the 
first time, has been expanded to in- 
clude all 214 schools. 


II has been asserted by the Dist. 59 


unit district proponents that the North 
Central evaluation of Elk Grove High 
School indicated articulation prob- 
lems. Even Dr. William Hazard, asso- 
cite dean of Northwestern University 
and a witness for the unit district 
proponents, indicated that North Cen- 
tral reports always mention that arti- 
culation needs to be improved. He 
stated articulation is a universal prob- 
lem in both unit and dual districts. 


The reader is invited to examine the 


Forest View and Elk Grove High 
Schools' North Central reports which 
reveal evidence of very satisfactory 
articulation particularly in sections 
pertaining to eighth grade to ninth 
grade testing and counseling to insure 
satisfactory placement, the individ- 
ualized foreign language program, the 
indication of rapport between junior 
high and high school administrators 
and teachers, and exceptional arti- 
culation in subject areas such as 
mathematics. 


In each instance the Dist. 59 unit 


district proponents unjustly criticize 
the Dist. 214 schools; and they fail to 
mention that a Dis,t. 59 study com- 
mittee, which included faculty mem- 
bers, citizens and the president of 
their Board of Education, indicated 
that articulation between the Dist. 59 
elementary schools and junior high 
schools needs considerable improve- 
ment. Certainly, articulation 
is a 


problem in all districts. Articulation is 
not enhanced by changing the form of 
an organization but by a change in the 
attitude of personnel within the organ- 
ization. 


In a bulk mailing just sent to Dist. 


59 residents, there is a statement by 
the Dist. 59 unit district advocates 
that a vote for the unit district will 
keep Forest View High School open. 
Why do the proponents continue to 
make such assertions when they know 
better? They know that the Dist. 214 
Board of Education indicated on Feb- 
ruary 14 that no Dist. 214 high school 
will be closed in the foreseeable fu- 
ture. They also know that Disl. 214 
never mentioned that any high school 
would be closed. Instead, the board 
requested the administration, because 
of declining enrollments, to consider 
whether or not it would be necessary 
to close a high school. The in- 
vestigation revealed that no closing 
would be necessary. The decision did 
not result from pressure created by 
unit district advocates. Although we 
do have Dist. 214 Board assurance 
that Forest View will not be closed, 
we do not have such assurance from 
the officials of Dist. 402 since no such 


officials have been elected to the 
board of Dist. 402.

grades. I further find that the benefits 
thereby derived would outweigh any 
possible detriment to the existing dis- 
tricts." 


• Parents, students and adminis- 


trators of the new Unit District 402 
w,ill be stole to work together in a 
coordinated effort to provide the best 
possible educational experiences for 
c h i 1 d r e n- in grades Kingergarten 
through 12. The approval of the unit 
will not result in any program reduc- 
tions at Elk Grove and Forest View 
High Schools, but rather will offer the 
opportunity to expand educational 
programming for our unit's high 
school students, as well as our ele- 
mentary students. 


• The American Association of 


School Administrators in a report on 
school district reorganization has 
said, "the unit school system has 
proven to be the best system of school 
government devised by the American 
people as it fosters ease and sim- 
plicity in educational control with a 
single school board. The unit district 
eliminates inequalities in distribution 
of wealth for educational purposes, 
gives more effective utilization of in- 
come, and eliminates competition for 
the tax dollar; also needless dupli- 
cation is eliminated, the whole system 
may utilize special services, adequate 
size schools may be established, and 
programs may be coordinated." 


Dist. 59 residents have always sup-

Business briefs 
Kids' Tris-treated 
pajamas banned 


The government Thursday banned children's nightgowns and 


pajamas treated with the cancer-causing fire retardant Tris and 
recalled 20 million garments still unsold. The Consumer Product 
Safety Commission refused to order a $1.3 billion refund for con- 
sumers whose children have already used such garments, although 
they can get their money back if the sleepwear has not been 
washed. The ban, which will be effective when it is published 
shortly in the Federal Register, follows studies showing the chem- 
ical can cause cancer in test animals and poses a hazard to 
children who can absorb Tris from theiir sleepwear through the 
skin or by sucking on the material. 


Food slumps may be eliminated 


The Carter administration probably will propose phasing out the . 


food stamp program and replacing it with straight cash grants as 
part of an over-all welfare reform package, Agriculture Sec. Bob 
Bergland said Thursday. Bergland,' appearing before the Senate 
Agriculture Committee, urged a two-year extension of the stamp 
program, through September 1979, but with elimination of a rule 
requiring the needy to buy some stamps for cash before they get 
allotments of free "bonus" stamps. Switching to a system under 
which the needy would get stamps free, without having to buy 
additional stamps for cash, would be a stopgap on the way to a 
straight cash aid system, Bergland conceded under questioning by 
committee chairman Herman Talmadge, D-Ga. Talmadge de- 
nounced the no-purchase plan and said if Congress is going to 
approve free stamps it would be better to move directly to an all- 
cash system.

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Grand jury investagation under way 
Lockheed confirms bribe probe 


BURBANK, Calif. (UPD-Lockheed 


Aircraft Corp. has confirmed in its 
annual report that the giant defense 
contractor and several other com- 
panies are being investigated by a 
federal grand jury in connection with 
alleged multimillion dollar bribes to 
foreign governments. 


The company said it is furnishing 


documents to the Federal Trade Com- 
mission and to a federal grand jury 
sitting in Washington, D.C. "both of 
which are investigating foreign pay- 
ments and related activities by vari- 
ous companies." 


"Employes and former employes of 


the company have been subpoenaed .to 
testify before the grand jury," the re- 
port said. 


NAMES OF OTHER companies tar- 


geted in the federal probe were not 
disclosed by Lockheed. 


The grand jury action 
appears 


aimed at the bribery scandal that 
rocked several foreign governments, 
including Japan, Turkey, Italy and 
the Netherlands early last year. 


Lockheed was named in congres- 


sional hearings as paying out an esti- 
mated $22 million in "goodwill mon- 
ey" to foreign officials to help the 
company win contracts. 


THE SCANDAL FORCED a sha- 


keup in the management of Lockheed 
in February, 1976, but since then 
Lockheed has launched a tough inter- 
nal policing policy to prevent future 
"questionable practices." 


Lockheed, under a consent agree- 


ment with the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission, last year formed 
a Special Review Committee of non- 
management members of the com- 
pany's board of directors to conduct 


an investigation of the foreign pay- 
ments. 


The committee had been given until 


last March 31 to submit findings of 
the investigation to the board of direc- 
tors. By April 30, it must turn the re- 
port over to the SEC and the U.S. Dis- 
trict Court in Washington, D C.

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RTA board split on printing map in nonunion shop

A battle over the use of nonunion printers for a $49,000 job could 


cost the taxpayers of the Regional Transportation Authority area 
$125,000. 


RTA board members are at odds over whether a map of the six- 


county legion should be printed by nonunion printers, because no 
union shop bid on the job. 


An estimated $125.000 already has been spent on the map, ac- 


cording to RTA marketing director Brian Cudahy. Originally start- 
ed as a Chicago Transit Authority project, the map is designed to 
be printed with a special eight-color process. 


Cudahy said only a handful of printers in the country are 


equipped to print the map. Rand McNalty & Co., a nonunion shop, 
was the only company to bid on the job. 


SEVENAL RTA BOARD members, however, say they are -will- 


ing to scrap the original $125,000 map design if union printers can't 
be found to print the map. 


"I am convinced that riders' who need to know where to go and 


how can do just as well in black and white," said board member 
James Kemp, a union leader. 


Board member Pastora Cafferty of Chicago sided with Kemp 


saying "This is a very symbolic thing as well as a union issue." 


Mrs. Cafferty said the 'RTA staff should come up with alternate 


map proposals and contact other printing companies. "I am not 
convinced that in all 50 states there is not a union printer who can 
print these color maps," she said. 


SUBUIIBAN BOARD members, however, said they did not in- 


tend to waste the thousands of dollars spent developing the pro- 
posed map. 


Although the contract with Rand McNally failed to win the re- 


quired five votes, one board member said he plans to bring the 
matter up again. Jerry Boose of St. Charles said he will ask for a 
vote at a later meeting when board member Richard Newland of 
Waukegan is present. 


"We'll just wait for Mr. Newland to show up to get the five 


votes," said Jerry Boose of St. Charles. 


Chairman Milton Pikarsky sided with the suburban members in 


voting for the contract. 


Unit plan spurs 


debate on pros, 


cons in finance

What will formation of the proposed 


Unit school district mean financially to 
Elk Grove Township residents? 


Unit district supporters say it will 


end disproportionate taxation, keep lo- 
cal tax monies home and lower tax 
rates. 


Unit district opponents say Elk 


Grove Township residents never have 
been taxed disproportionately, any de- 
crease In tax rates will be slight and 
shortlived, and industry will be the 
only real beneficiary if the new dis- 
trict is formed. 


Voter approval of Saturday's unit 


district referendum would create a 
new school district combining 21 Elk 
Grove Township Dist. 59 elementary 
and junior high schools with two high 
schools currently in High School Dist. 
214 — Forest View in Arlington 
Heights and Elk Grove in Elk Grove 
Village. 


Elk Grove Township provides 42 per 


cent of Dist. 214's tax base and 27 per 
cent of its students. 


UNIT DISTRICT supporters say 


they are paying more than their share 
of taxes to Dist. 214 and are receiving 
less than their share in programs and 
facilities. 


With the unit district, all locally 


raised tax revenue would remain in 
Elk Grove Township and would not be 
used to subsidize the education of the 
students in the north end of Dist. 214, 
they say. 


Although a disproportionate share 


of Dist. 214's funds do come from Elk 
Grove Township, this is because of the 
wealth of the Centex Industrial park 
and not because homeowners in the 
area are taxed at a higher rate than 
homeowners In other parts of Dist. 
214, unit district opponents say. 


For 30 years before the industrial 


park existed, residents in the nor- 
thern portion of Dist. 214 subsidized 
the cost of educating Elk Grove 
Township students, they say. 


With a projected 1977 assessed valu- 


ation of $600 million, the unit district 
would offer lower tax rates and still 
have the revenue needed to support a 
quality education program, unit dis- 
trict supporters say. 


THE ESTIMATED 19T7 tax rate for 


the new district is $5.08 per $100 
equalized assessed valuation, 8 cents 
less than the combined estimated 1977 
tax rates for Dist. 59 and Dist. 214. 


On the average home assessed at 


$10,000. this tax rate reduction would 
amount to a savings of $8 per year. 
On industrial property assessed at $1 
million, this tax rate reduction would 
amount to a savings of $800 per year. 


Unit district opponents say the tax 


savings for homeowners will be "In- 
significant" and "shortlived" and that 
Industry, with its expensive property, 
will be the only real beneficiary. 


"If the unit district were a bottle of 


cream, you'd see industry getting the 
cream, homeowners getting the few 
drops in the bottom of the bottle and 
students getting the empty bottle," 
said Helen McMahon, a member of 
Citizens Opposed to the Unit District 
Formation. 


Much of the unit district's antici- 


pated gain in tax revenue will be off- 
set by the Illinois State Aid formula. 


UNDER THE FORMULA, which is 


based on the district's assessed valu- 
ation per student, a district with a 
large assessed valuation receives less 
state aid that a district of the same 
size with a smaller tax base. 


By 1979-80. all of the unit district's 


added funds will have been eaten up 
by a loss in state aid and the cost of 
putting elementary teachers on the 
same salary and fringe benefit sched- 
ule as high school teachers, unit dis- 
trict opponents say. 


Arthur Perry, Dist. 59's assistant 


superintendent 
for 
planning 
and 


analysis, has said the unit district's 
tax rate can remain stable until 1980- 
81 and still bring in enough revenues 
to balance the district's budget. 


Dist. 59 has been receiving 100 per 


cent of the Centex tax base all along, 
but still has a history not of balanced 
budgets, but of deficit spending and 
payment of teachers in script, unit 
district opponents say. 


Officials in Dtot. 59 say the district's 


financial problems have been due not 
to 'mismanagement but to a $3 million 
loss in state aid during the past three 
years.

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Landfill scarcity not likely: study

Fears that the Northwest suburbs 


soon will run out of places to put their 
garbage are unfounded, according to 
a recent study prepared for the North- 
west Municipal Conference and Har- 
rington Area Council of Governments. 


The report concludes current land- 


fill sites are capable of handling all 
area garbage for the next five years, 
New sites being developed are ex- 
pected to suffice for the next 10 years. 


The report said public projections in 


the past few years have been mis- 
leading. "While agency studies and 
newspaper reports were suggesting an 
impending capacity crisis, private in- 
dustry was out negotiating for the 
purchase or development of necessary 
new sites," the report said. 


THE THREAT OF landfill short- 


ages was greatly reduced by two re- 
cent Illinois Supreme Court decisions, 
which gave final site approval author- 
ity to the Illinois Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency. 


"Local zoning, admittedly a strong 


deterrent in the past, is now super- 
ceded by another authority," the re- 
port said. 


The report, however, cautions that 


landfill life is not indefinite and urged 
that recycling operations be promoted 
to reduce the amount of garbage sent 
to landfills. "The major immediate 
benefit derived from these operations 
include landfill life extension, energy 
conservation and aesthetic community 
development," the report said. 


A SURVEY OF AREA scavenger 


service shows that Barrington pays 
the highest garbage collection- fees 
with a charge of $7.83 per household 
for twice a week curb pickup. Rolling 
Meadows is among the most ex- 
pensive, charging $7 per household for 
curb pickup once a week in winter 
and twice a week in the summer. 


In developing a model collection 


system, the task force preparing the 
report chose a once-a-week curbside 
system that requires all garbage be 
bagged. 


"Weekly curbside service lowers la- 


bor costs and speeds collection," the 
report states. "The containers are 
lightweight and easy to handle, reduc- 
ing injuries and thus insurance costs. 
A fuel savings can be realized by less 
time spent on a route." 


IN ADDITION, the report recom- 


mends mandatory separation of news- 
print from other garbage, producing 
revenues for the town and conserving 
natural resources. 


"The U.S. EPA estimates that 6 per 


cent of total municipal solid waste is 
discarded newspaper," the report 
said, estimating the Northwest sub- 
urbs would recycle 14,446 tons of pa- 
per per year. "At a price of $18 per 
ton, the yearly revenue realized would 
be $260,031." 


The report is being reviewed before 


being presented to both conferences 
for approval. 


A second phase of the study will 


deal with various alternatives for fu- 
ture garbage disposal and solid waste 
management.

Summer school 
for handicapped 
offered for free 


Handicapped students In the North- 


west suburbs will be able to attend 
free summer school classes this year, 
despite the decision of many local 
school districts to charge other stu- 
dents for summer school. 


The Northwest Suburban Special 


Education 
Organization 
governing 


board Wednesday approved summer 
programs for irentally retarded, be- 
haviorally 
disordered, 
physically 


handicapped, hearing impaired and 
visually impaired students. 


NSSEO is a special education coop- 


erative composed of 10 Northwest sub- 
urban school districts. 


Financing for the NSSEO programs 


mainly will come from state reim- 
bursements, said Edward McDonald, 
executive director of the cooperative. 


MCDONALD SAID HE has a letter 


from State Schools Supt. Joseph Cro- 
nin promising state payment for the 
cost of personnel and transportation 
and a flat rate for each student at- 
tending the programs. 


The state financing for this sum- 


mer's programs Is included in the 
state legislature's 1976-77 appropria- 
tion. McDonald said. He said he does 
not know the total cost of the pro- 
grams, 


The Illinois Board of Education has 


recommended that the 
legislature 


eliminate financing for all summer 
school programs except for classes 
for severely handicapped students. As 
a result, many local districts have de- 
cided to charge tuition for regular . 
summer classes. 


FIVE-WEEK PROGRAMS will be 


offered this summer for multiply 
handicapped and mentally retarded 
students at Kirk Center in Palatine; 
for behaviorally disordered children 
at Gregory School in Mount Prospect; 
amd for physically handicapped stu- 
dents at Berkeley School in Arlington 
Heights and Eintsein School in Hano- 
ver Park. 


Classes for the hearing impaired 


will be offered at Kensington School 
in Arlington Heights, River Trails Ju- 
nior High School in Mount Prospect, 
and Hersey High School in Arlington 
Heights. 


Visually-impaired students can at- 


tend a six-week program at Kirk and 
Sunrise Lake Cannp in Bartlett. Stu- 
dents in the other programs also will 
use the outdoor education areas at 
Sunrise Lake during the summer. 


NSSEO's summer classes will serve 


about 400 students who are enrolled in 
special education classes during the 
school year. McDonald said 
the 


classes are optional but about 90 per 
cent of the students usually attend.

ment is the most serious prob- 
lem facing Dist. 25. North School 


Ruth Grundberg 


"Education has been a major inter- 


est In my life for many, many years," 
Ruth Grundberg said. "With three 
children in Dist. 25 and one in Dist. 
214. this is the right time for me to do 
something about It." 


Mrs. Grundberg has been employed 


as a tax accountant and internal audi- 
tor for several banks and now does 
part-time tax accounting for a certi- 
fied public accountant in Arlington 
Heights. 


"The district needs people who are 


qualified to understand financial prob- 
lems and have a sincere under- 
standing of education." Mrs. Grund- 
berg said. 


She is concerned about the control 


being eased away from the district by 
the state and said the school board 
should be "very watchful" of this. She 
wants to see the board maintain regu- 
lar communication with area legisla- 
tors so that the district's views and 
concerns are known. 


On other issues: 
—Financial solutions: "We have to 


and can live within our means," she 
said. "I wouldn't want to borrow very 
heavily to maintain programs beyond 
our means." She believes the district 
has been "conservative" with its bor- 
rowing and said it must remain at "a 
reasonable level" in case a short term 
fiscal crisis arises. 


—Budget cuts: "The fact that the 


community is concerned about quality 
education puts the priority on pro- 


grams and class size," she said. "I 
would prefer to cut physical facilities 
rather than educational programs."

watch that you don't overdo deficit 
spending," she said. 


• Budget cuts: Mrs. Kraybill hopes 


that reducing staff as the enrollment 
declines will be sufficient to avoid 
program cuts. The average class size 
could be slightly increased if more 
support staff is added, she said. 


• School closings: "I don't have 


any qualms about school closings if it 
means a continuation of quality pro- 
grams," she said. "You can't run a 
school effectively if you don't have 
enough students."

away with the ball game," he said. 


"They are advisors and we must 


have the final say," 
Bradley said. 


"The board should take a much more 
active role." 


In recent years the board has taken 


the opinions of the administration and 
has not done enough on its own, he 
said. 


"I don't think the administration is 


bad, but we should ask why," Bradley 
said. "Why are you doing this?" 


He also believes there is "a lot of 


room for improvement" in conimu- 
nication between the board and the 
community. Aside from publishing a 
newsletter, the board "hasn't done 
much" to involve the community, he 
said.

On other issues: 
• Financial solutions: "The 
tax- 


payer has been pushed to the wall and 
we should be able to solve the prob- 
lems we have with what we have 
now," Bradley said. He is opposed to 
raising taxes and deficit spending and 
said the district can balance its budg- 
et, live within its means and still pro- 


vide quality education. "The answer 
lies in changing the structure of the 
system," he said. 


• Budget cuts: Staff costs could be 


reduced by replacing paid aides with 
senior citizen volunteers, he said. 
"These people have the time and the 
knowledge," Bradley said. "They're a 
tremendous source of untapped tal- 
ent." He believes class size could 
even be increased somewhat if there 
were enough volunteers to involve stu- 
dents in learning center and library 
activities. "I'm against continuing the 
status quo and for improving ed- 
ucation without raising the cost of it," 
he said. 


• School closings: "There's no way 


to get around school closings," he 
said. Even so, the 
neighborhood 


school concept can be maintained if 
the district switches from its three- 
year junior high program to a two- 
year program and closes junior highs 
rather than more elementary schools, 
he said. A former sixth grade teacher, 
Bradley said he doesn't think six gra- 
ders are "emotionally ready" for ju- 
nior high. The money saved by clos- 
ing junior highs can be used to im- 
prove and enlarge elementary school 
facilities, he said. 


• Selling schools: "I would do 


whatever I could to keep the property 
occupied, whether it means tearing

• Busing: "I do not believe it would 


be what the constituents want so I'd 
say no," he said. 


• Unit district: "I don't see any ad- 


vantages financially and can't see 
how it would help us," he said. 


Saunders Reinhard 


Recently retired from the General 


Finance Corporation, E. Saunders 
Reinhard said he now has the time to 
do something about the interest he's 
always had in education. 


He believes his extensive experi- 


ence with budgeting and planning will 
make him an asset to the school 
board when it wrestles with the dis- 
trict's financial problems. 


"I'm at home with figures," Rein- 


hard said. "All my life I've been mak- 
ing decisions based on figures." 


Maintaining "quality education" at 


a price the district can afford would 
be his goal as a board member, he 
said. 


"Both my children went through 


Dist, 25 and got a fine education." he 
said. "It's my civic responsibility to 
contribute to the education of other 
people's children." 


Reinhard believes the board should 


leave the details of the curriculum to 
professional educators and should 
concentrate instead on results. 


"As long as the professional educa- 


tors turn out students who do well in 
high school, .we should leave them 
alone," he said. 


On other Issues: . 
• Financial solutions: There are 


times when something unforeseen 


happens and a district has to resort to 
borrowing, but borrowing shouldn't be 
excessive, Reinhard said. 


• Budget cuts: Programs would be 


the last thing he would want to cut. 
He said he needs more information to 
make a decision on raising the aver- 
age class size, but imagines it would 
not be good to have more than 30 stu- 
dents in a class. 


• School closings: In the face of a 


continued decline in enrollment, Rein- 
hard said he prefers additional school 
closings to cutting programs and de- 
stroying the quality of education in 
the district. To maintain neighborhood 
schools and reap the biggest financial 
savings, Reinhard said he prefers 
closing junior high schools to closing 
elementary schools. 


• Selling schools: "If possible, we 


should sell schools and put the money 
back into educating children," he 
said. "I don't think the population is 
likely to increase because we don't 
have much vacant land." 


• B u s i n g inner city children: 


"I believe in i n t e g r a t i o n 
of 


s c h o o l s , b u t not if it has to be 
d o n e by busing," he said. T h e 
children in Chicago, would be my 
primary responsibility as a board 
member, he said.

AUGUSTA, Ga. (UPI) - A victory 


in the Masters golf tournament would 
end Hubert Green's identity crisis, 
and Green took a big step in that di- 
rection Thursday when he grabbed a 
two-shot first round lead with a 5-un- 
der-par 67, 


Green is not exactly one of the face- 


less legions on the PGA tour with 11 
tournament victories in six years, but 
then again, he's not what you would 
call a household name, either, 


That's because most of his victories 


have occurred in non-televised •tourna- 
ments in which Jack Nicklaus — who 
was five sho!s behind him Thursday 
— did not play, and which hardly any- 
body saw. Gruen grabbed the head- 
lines briefly last year when he man- 
aged to win three successive tourna- 
ments, but the screak ended when he 
took a v/eek off and he has not won 
since. 


Tilt KSDAY GREEN played nearly 


flawless golf, hitting 16 greens, using 
only 30 putts and, in general, hitting 
the ball "just about where I wanted it 
on every hole." 


"The Masteis is a very important 


part of our tour and of my life." said 
Green, who finished ninth here in 1974 
and eighth in 19715. 


"I've geared my game for the Mas- 


ters I've geared myself to win a ma- 
jor championship. I've won 11 tourna- 
ment;- on the tour, but I need to win 
the majors. That's where Jack and 
the rest of the lop players stand out. 


"WINNING ONE major wouldn't 


make me a great player, but it would' 
get me on the doorstep toward it." 


Don January, the 47-year-old hero of 


the geriatric set, shared second place 
at 69, three under par, with 24-year- 
old Bill Kratzcrt, who earned his in- 
vitation as a member of the winning 
team in the National Team Champion- 
ship. January earned his share of se- 
cond despite continuing problems with 
his aching back that forced him to 
stand all through a post-round inter- 
view "because if I sit down, I'll gel 
stiff, and then I won't be able to prac- 
tice." 


January was the first player to tee 


off and Kratzert the last on a mild, 
sunny and breezy day at the Augusta 
National Golf Club course in this, the 
first of the year's four major tests of 
greatness that comprise golf's Grand 
Slam.

ther back at 70-leading money winner 
Tom Watson, U. S. Open champion 
Jerry Pate, Hale Irwin, Tom Kite and 
Kik Massengale. 


Ray Floyd, the definding champion, 


and Ben Crenshaw, runnerup a year 
ago. shot 71s. So did ,lwo-time cham- 
pion Gary Player. Gene Littler, Bud- 
dy Alltn, Dave Hill and Mark Hayes, 
winner of the Tournament Players 
Championship. 


Nicklaus, gunning for his sixth Mas- 


ters and record 17th major champion- 
ship overall, had to be satisfied with 


even-par 72 because of a balky putter. 
He toDk 38 pulls on the "slow and 
grainy" greens and lost a chance al a 
better round by making three succes- 
sive bogeys at the 9th, 10th and llth 
holes. 


THE SPEED Of Ihe greens became 


a major topic of discussion when 
many players in the select field of 77 


noticed they were slower than usual 
for Augusta but as Nicklaus said, 
"I've been putting these greens for 
100 years. They're always slow and 
grainy — until Saturday and Sunday." 


Nicklaus left one long putt 11 feet 


short and Crenshaw, 
perhaps the 


tour's best putter, complained that he 
left a lot of putts short. "The problem 


is," said Jerry JMcGee, who shol 73, 
"that you make so many putts here 
from memory.''

Baseball is just a game, as simple as a ball and a bat. Yet, it

Grimm pair 
happy to write 
German tales 


. Andy sends the Encyclopaedia Britan- 
nica's 1977 Yearbook of Science and the 
Future to Lynda Simon, 8, of Tucson, 
Ariz., for her question: 


WHERE WERE THE BROTHERS 


GRIMM FROM? 


In the 19th century a wave of patriot- 


ism swept German literature. Prussia 
had been smashed by Napoleon's mili- 
tary strength and all of the German 
states acknowledged his mastery. Two 
important writers during this period 
were brothers by the name of Grimm. 
They wrote books about the old German 
heroes and German medieval poetry. 


Jacob Ludwig Karl Grimm (1785-1863) 


and his brother Wilhelm Karl Grimm 
(1786-1859) were born in the German 
town of Hanau, sons of a lawyer. They 
•were well educated. 


When he was 23, Jacob became the 


librarian to Jerome Bonaparte, king of 
Westphalia, and five years later be- 
came secretary and then Hessian am- 
bassador at Pans 


By the time he was 31, Jacob became 


librarian at the Kassel library where 
his brother Wilhelm already was em- 
ployed. They then started collaborating 
on writing and became famous for their 
work. 


Old German folk tales were collected 


by the brothers, and to this day the 
stories from "Grimm's Fairy Tales" 
are enjoyed by children in every part of 
the world. The most famous story in the 
collection, perhaps, is Hansel and 
Gretel. Another very popular piece is 
called "Seven at One Blow," a story of a 
tailor who killed seven flies with one 
swat and eventually went on to marry 
the princess and win the kingdom. 


The brothers Grimm were professors 


at Gottmgen for many years, but in 1837 
Jacob joined in a plea to retain the Han- 
over constitution and was forced to 
leave the country. 


Fnedrich Wilhelm IV in 1841 invited 


both brothers to become professors at 
the Royal University, and they settled 
into these fine positions in Berlin. The 
work the brothers did was most valu- 
able to study of comparative linguistics. 


Brother Jacob, especially, is given 


credit with transforming linguistics 
from a diversion into a real science. 


One of Jacob's outstanding contribu- 


tions is called "Grimm's Law." Having 
to do with the-formulation of Germanic 
languages, the law provided a compari- 
son with other languages. The law was 
one of the first important contributions 
of modern linguistics to the study of the 
relationship in the Indo-European lan- 
guages.

In the Black Hills of southwestern 


South Dakota on the face of stony Mount 
Rushmore are carved the faces of four 
United States Presidents: George Wash- 
ington, Thomas Jefferson, Abraham 
Lincoln and Theodore Roosevelt. Selec- 
tion of the four for this spectacular na- 
tional memorial was made by an act of 
Congress on March 3,1925. 


Sculptor Gutzon Borglum was select- 


ed to do the work and his projectstarted 
in 1927. The stone faces measure 60 feet 
from chin to the top of the head and can 
be seen 18 miles away. 


The sculpture was nearly finished in 


1941 when Borglum died, and the proj- 
ect was completed by his son, Lincoln 
Borglum.

Easter is a time to celebrate 


Customs are seldom questioned, 


they're just accepted. Santa Claus 
delivers toys to children at Christ- 
mas and the Easter bunny passes 
out chocolates and brightly deco- 
rated eggs every spring. And 
that's the way it is. 


But believe it or not, there is a 


connection between Peter Cotton- 
tail and the Resurrection. The tie- 
in is the egg, In many cultures, 
,for many centuries, the egg has 
stood for the miracle of life — a 
rebirth of human spirit. 


It is customary, for instance, 


for Chinese parents to distribute 
red eggs, in even numbers, among 
friends and relatives to celebrate 
the birth of a new baby. 


IN PREHISTORIC TIMES, the 


egg was D9t only believed to be 
sacred, but also to have mystical 
powers. As a celebration of the 
coming of spring, eggs were cook- 
ed and dyed and eaten as the first 
food to break the spring fast.

.lieved the world began with an 
enormous egg. 


One Hindu myth tells how the 


world egg broke into two pieces. 
Half of the egg turned to gold, be- 
coming the sky; the other half to 
silver, forming the earth, moun- 
tains, rivers and' oceans. Snow 
and rain were created from the 
tissue just underneath the shell. 
The sun hatched from the egg. 


THROUGHOUT TIME, cultures 


have relied on the egg to define 
their origin or some ultimate pow- 
er. 


A m e r i c a n folklore, brought 


from Central Europe, associates 
the egg with the hare. Our famil- 
iar Easter bunny, affectionately 
referred to as Peter Rabbit, deliv- 
ers colored eggs to children on 
Easter Day, to welcome the com- 
ing of spring. 


Though the custom of coloring 


eggs at Eastertime is believed to 
have originated with a North Afri- 
can tribe more than 500 years 
ago, it first surfaced as an art 
form in Eastern Europe. Certain 
designs have taken on meanings. 


A sunburst means good luck; a 


hen or rooster expresses the de- 
sire that good wishes come true. 


COLORS, TOO, are significant. 


Red means joy, life love; blue 
represents the skies, air and 
health; green is for spring, nature 
and 
fertility; 
brown 
signifies 


mother earth; and black and 
white are used to denote respect 
for dead ancestors.

ting eggs — just as there are 
many ways of celebrating Easter. 
In addition to traditional church 
services, families might want to

end.

Housewife turns novelist overnight 


by JOSEPH A. REAVES 


Joan Cruz knows how to get rich wri'.ing a novel — drop out of 


college, marry a truck driver, have five children and get in- 
somnia. 


Those are some of the things that helped Mrs. Cruz write her 


first novel, "Desires of Thy Heart," a romantic tale of which a 
major publishing company plans to print 400,000 paperback copies 
in November. 


"For en unpublished, unknown author to get an initial press run 


of 400,001; copies is almost unheard of," said Judy Keith, owner of 
a one-woman publishing company in Pennsylvania which bought 
the book and will bring out the hardback edition next month. 


"Joan just doesn't realize the phenomenon she is. It seldom 


happens that fiction by a nonpublished author will ever get print- 
ed." 


HER PUBLISHER is right. Mrs. Cruz doesn't consider herself a 


phenomenon and Is embarrassed by those who do. 


"When I decided to start writing a book I sat down and laughed 


out loud," she said. "But I figured if somebody else can do it, so 
can I." 


Her first effort at serious writing was five years ago, more than 


20 years after she worked on her high school newspaper. 


"I used to have this feeling, this unrest, that there was some' 


thing else I should be doing besides taking care of the house," she 
said. 


"I used to try all sorts of things to find out what it was I was 


supposed to do. I tried all sorts of hobbies and what not. That's 
how 1 tried writing. I said, 'Maybe it's writing, I'll try writing.' " 


It was writing. Now Mrs. Cruz spends hours between midnight 


and dawn with a pencil, scribbling chapters to her second novel in 
the leftover pages of her children's notebooks. 


"1 USED TO wake up durijig the night and read, I wouldn't say 


it was insomnia, I just woke up. After a while, I said: 'Well, why 
read if I can write'?" 


Mrs. Cruz spent more than a year researching and writing her 


first book, "The Incorruptibles," a nonfiction look at the remains 
and shrines of 100 Roman Catholic saints. 


"It hasn't been published yet," she said. "The publishers accept' 


ed it two years ago, but they're just now getting around to printing 
St." 


That first book is what led the quiet brunette to write her novel, 


which brought an advance check "in the high five figures." 


"My brother knew what I was doing and he challenged me to, 


write a fiction book. He said I couldn't write fiction," said Mrs. 
Cruz. "I can't stand a challenge, so I had to do something about 
It." 


She did something about it and "Desires of Thy Heart" is dedi- 


cated to her "brother, Daniel J. Carroll Jr., a wholesale carpet 
salesman in New Orleans. 


"HE WAS VERY happy about it, but my husband was the one 


who couldn't believe it," Mrs. Cruz said of the sale of her novel. 
"My husband honestly didn't believe it until he saw (a brief story 
about it in a New York column." 


Her husband should have beleved it first. He was beside her 


when she wrote most of the book. 


"I write in bed sometimes with just a lamp on and my husband 


asleep," said Mrs. Cruz. "It takes discipline because there are 
many nights when I'm awake and I don't feel like writing. 


"I have to force myself to write and sometimes I spend an hour 


on one paragraph. Sometimes; I just give up. But then sometimes 
after an hour it's like a second wind and all of a sudden I'm 
writing and writing and writing."

Mrs. Cruz, an attractive woman who looks more than a decade 


younger than her 45 years, said she is often still scribbling long-

hand at dawn when her children get ready for school. 


"It catches up with me," she said. "After about the third night I 


have to go to sleep early the next night. But I work it in." 


THE LONG HOURS and lack of writing experience, however, 


did little to hurt the quality of Mrs. Cruz' work. 


"All I had to do was write two extra paragraphs at the end of 


one of the chapters. That was it," she said. "I always heard that 
you get it back and you rewrite. I didn't have any of that." 


The 346-page novel deals with an English earl in the 9th Century 


who takes a vow of celibacy but then is forced into marrying a 
Viking woman to keep peace in his region. 


After his marriage, the earl falls in love with his wife and the 


novel deala with the struggles between his emotions and his prin- 
ciples. 


One of the strong points of "Desires of Thy Heart" is its histori- 


cal references, which is ironic since Mrs. Cruz dropped out of St. 
Louis University partly because of her dislike of history. 


"In fact, I almost failed a history course," she said. "Now Cath- 


olic history is different. That's my field. I remember that." 


ONE THING she doesn't remember, though, is the plot to any 


other author's novel. She doesn't read novels. 


"I hate to say I write novels and I don't read them, but it's the 


truth," she said. "I read biographies, adventure and true life 
things. I don't like to read novels because they might influence 
what I'm doing now. I want to have a fresh mind."

Weak storyline breaks into pieces 


by GENIE CAMPBELL 


Actor Donald Sutherland has a line 


in "The Eagle Has Landed" that 
goes, "The only time this plan makes 
sense to me is when I'm drunk." 


Sutherland didn't know it, but he 


summed up the entire film. 


Tom 
Mankiewlez's 
screenplay, 


based on the novel by Jack Higgins, is 
not only ludicrous, it reeks of under- 
handed tricks — disassociated sub- 
plots and gruesome special effects 
to divert one's attention from the ex- 
ceedingly weak storyline. The only 
one being fooled, however, is director 
John Sturges in believing audiences 
will fair for it. 


ONE GOOD EXAMPLE: In the 


middle of an attempt to kidnap Win- 
ston Churchill, prime minister of Eng- 
land, during World War II — what 
this movie is supposed to be all about 
— Donald Sutherland falls madly in 
love at first sight with a young village 
lass (Jenny Agutter). 


Kobert Bedford or newcomer Ar- 


nold Schwarzenegger might get by 
with it. though I still sincerely doubt 
it. But Donald Sutherland? He acts 
neither romantic nor sexy. He is fun- 
ny and that's how the scene comes 
off. 


But "The Eagle Has Landed" must 


jump here, there and everywhere be- 
cause it has no real place to settle. 


Even worse, moviegoers are ex- 


pected to believe that the hair-brained 
scheme cooked up by Hitler as a last- 
ditch effort to turn the war for Ger-

many is historically significant. 


EVIDENTLY the producers weren't 


even sure. They preface the film with 
this disclaimer: "At least half of this 
story can be documented by historical 
fact. The audience will have to decide 
how much of Ihe rest is reality or fic- 
tion." 


That's not only dishonest, it's dis- 


gusting. An effective movie doesn't 
have to remind us of its pretended au- 
thenticity. 


"Day of the Jackal," which this 


film would like to emulate, didn't an- 
nounce it. Neither does the new re- 
lease "Black Sunday." 


A plot to kidnap Winston Churchill 


while he rests at his Norfolk seaside 
home sounds preposterous. Even the 
German officers make fun of the idea. 
But Hitler is behind it. 


COL. RADL (Robert Duvall) enlists 


the aid of Kurt Steiner (Michael 
Caine), a war-decorated paratrooper 
who is degraded and demoted in the 
beginning of the movie for criticizing 
the brutal treatment of civilians by 
German guards. 


He and his squadron are given an 


opportunity to redeem their swastikas 
if they agree to participate in the sui- 
cidal kidnap attempt. 


Caine is made out to be a wartime 


Robin Hood — loyal to the party but 
kind to women and children. It 
doesn't jell. 


RAGGEDY ANN AND ANDY meet King Koo Koo, a midget until he 
laughs and grows in size, in 20th Century Pox's new animated musical 
"Raggedy Ann & Andy." 


Movie guide

Crime be- 
comes their only available ploy to avoid welfare and continue in 
their accustomed lifestyle. Stars George Segal and Jane Fonda.

"Rocky" — Sylvester Stallone wrote the script and stars as the 


title character in thJs small, unpretentious and genuinely involving 
story of a local clubhouse prizefighter who gets a chance-of- 
a-lifetime shot at the world heavyweight title and finds love and 
self-respect along the way. (PG). 


"Network" — The quartet of award-caliber performances by 


Peter Finch, Faye Dunaway, Robert Duvall and William Holden is 
a whopping show in itself in this biting look at a television net- 
work, the cut throat tactics rampant behind-the-scenes and the 
questionable message delivered by the medium to its viewers. (R). 


"Bound for Glory" — The early career of legendary folk sing- 


er/composer Woody Guthrie provides the core to Hal Ashby's 
stunningly evocative tapestry of the Depression-era west, a beau- 
tifully framed but highly realistic look at the persistence of hop 
and humanism against barely surmountable odds. David Carra- 
dine is outstanding as Guthrie. An academy award nomination.

(Larry Hagman), who resembles a re- 
ject from "Hogan's Heroes." 


But by this time, I had already con- 


cluded that Strugers would have 
thrown in the kitchen sink if he 
thought it would have helped. 


Need I add that the kidnap attempt 


is foiled? It is, but not until plan B is 
tried, one which involves using a se- 


cret tunnel out of a church, an escape 
route the minister himself forgot to 
mention to authorities. 


Even Mrs. Agutter loses her nai- 


vete fast when she shoots her old 
boyfriend at close range with a shot- 
gun. 


YET NOTHING IS more maddening 


than the grand finale, an April Fool's 
joke of sorts — will the real Winston 
Churchill please stand up? It shows 
just what excesses this film employs. 


"The Eagle Has Landed" is an ex- 


pensive bomb. It falls alongside "The 
Last Tycoon,'" "Airport '77" and "Do- 
mino Principle" -*- films with star- 
studded buildups that didn't deliver a 
thing.

Sea Level Band grew out 


of ex-Allmans plus one 


by BRUCE MEYER 


Of the various musical aggregations 


that rose from the ashes of the sun- 
dered Allman Brothers Band, the 
most promising to emerge thus far is 
an eclectic quartet called Sea level. 


Consisting of three parts ex-Allmans 


(Chuck Leavell, keyboards; Jai Jo- 
hanny Johanson, drums: Lamar Wil- 
liams, bass) and one part more or 
less unknown {Jimmy Nails on gui- 
tar). Sea Level has been formally "to- 
gether" for only a few months. 


But in that short time, the band has 


established the kind of rapport andcol- 
lective identity that would take lesser, 
or less experienced, musicians years 
to equal 


LEAVELL, who writes most of the 


band's material and plays keyboards 
with a fine delicacy as well as singing 
lead, says Sea Level grew out of a 
series of informal jam sessions, be- 
fore the Allmans' breakup. 


"We didn't sit down and try to map 


out the band or anything," he says. 
"We just used to get together with 
these jams, Jai and Lamar and my- 
self, just the three of us. Just a little 
thing going as a trio. 


"So we had the basis — and when 


we got Jimmy, he added what he had 
to offer, and we went out on the road, 
and everything changed it a little bit. 
Every song started out as a jam and 
evolved over a period of time." 


The results of that time-lapse evolu- 


tion can be heard on the group's first 
album, "Sea Level" (Capricorn CP- 
0178). a collection that showcases an 
impressive arsenal of musical fire- 
power, ranging from funky rock to the 


- nether reaches of fusion jazz. 


CERTAIN TO delight most of the 


Allman Brothers' former followers as 
few of the Allmans' more recent ef- 
forts have. Sea Level's debut should 


Discovering rock 


also establish the band as a new 
source of badly needed creative adr- 
enaline for rock 'n' roll. The members 
of Sea Level are boundary-stretchers. 


"We have had a bit of an identity 


crisis, of course," admits Leavell, 
"with everybody focusing on the fact 
that there are three ex-Allman Broth- 
ers. But it hasn't really been that 
much of a problem. Some people 
come to our shows expecting to hear 
the old sound, but I think they're 
pleasantly surprised." 


Except for Johanson's tight and 


complex percussion and a kind of me- 
lodic mood that sometimes emerges 
during extended keyboard and guitar 
solos, there is surprisingly little of the 
"old sound" in Sea Level. 


Densely structured guitar harmony 


was critical to that Allman sound and 
with only one guitarist, Sea Level has 
cut itself off from those particular 
roots. It's probably all to the good; 
those Incredible Duane Allman-Dicky 
Belts licks are better remembered 
than copied. 


Leavell says the band's all-encom- 


passing direction — if such a term is 
not too much of a paradox — is de- 
fined in its name. 


"See, you have all these different 


elements — the mountains and the 
plains and the creeks and the rivers 
— and they all flow to one point, 
where it all meets and comes togeth- 
er At Sea Level. So that's what we're 
trying to do " 


It's likely neither Leavell and com- 


pany nor any other musicians will 
ever actually achieve such a nirvana. 
But they will certainly make some 
fine music trying.

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Old pros can't perk up 
lackluster 'Plaza Suite'

King Donovan and Imogene Coca 


are old hands at the husband-wife act- 
ing game, and their expertise is evi- 
dent in the current Chateau Louise 
Resort Theatre production of "Plaza 
Suite." 


The veteran actor and actress have 


appeared together in 17 productions, 
and it's obvious they're having a ball 
as they make their way through Neil 
Simon's comedy with a plethora of 
well-timed giggles and affectionate 
glances. 


That enthusiasm is bound to rub off 


nostakgia buffs who remember Miss 
Coca's zany skits in "Your Show of 
Shows" or her husband's role as 
Oracle's brother on the "Burns and 
Allen Show," but younger patrons 
looking for an evening of fresh come- 
dy may come away disappointed. 


PART OF THE problem is Neil 


Simon's product — a series of three 
one-act plays that describie three sep- 
arate encounters in a plush suite at 
New York's Plaza Hotel. 


First on the agenda is the anni- 


versary celebration of Sam and Karen 
Nash, a middle-aged couple from Ma- 
maroneck, N. J., who meet for a ro- 
mantic interlude at their honeymoon 
suite and wind up on the brink of di- 
vorce The overworked husband is 
51 and anxious to'prove himself; his 
matronly wife spends a lot of time 
humming to herself and elling strang- 
ers her life story. So it's no real sur- 
prise when ht confesses an affair with 
his efficient young secretary and re- 
turns to the paperwork leaving Karen 
alone to cry over the champagne and 
anchovies. 


The trilogy also includes a sexual

confrontation between a bigtime Hol- 
lywood producr and his admiring but 
happily married former high school 
girlfriend. It concludes with the des- 
perate efforts of two well-heeled par- 
ents to entice their gun-shy daughter 
out of the bathroom and down the 
aisle to her expensive wedding cere- 
mony. 


NO MATTER HOW clever Simon's 


jokes were when "Plaza Suite" first 
appeared, the play's popularly has 
affected the material's freshness Se- 
d u c i n g an impressionable young 
housewife with vodka gimlets is still 
worth a laugh, but it's evident that 
time has taken its toll on the foibles in 
Suite 719. 


\ 
And while Mss Coca's King Arthur 


haircut and expansive gestures have 
survived several decades of use, her 
bouncy manner never varies whether 
she's portraying a giggly housewife or 
the distraught mother of the bride 
Similarly, Donovan's gruff delivery is 
fine when he's playing the overworked 
executive, but his gravelly voice is 
annoying in other parts of the play. 


Miss Coca and Donovan carry most 


of the play, bu Dan Conway and Ca- 
role Lockwood are effective in their 
small roles. Conway appears as an 
accommodating bellhop and waiter in 
the first act, and delivers the most 
important line in the third. Miss Lock- 
wood is properly business-like as Sam 
Nash's secretary and love interest, 
and she too handles her limited third 
act role with aplomb.

Sometimes actors hi a community 


theater production come across ex- 
actly for what they are — my neigh- 
bors and yews with the guts and the 
gall to appear on stage and entertain

With few ptetenslons of wanting to 


be regarded as "Pros," they put their 
all into having a good time and, par- 
ticularly when blessed with a strong 
play, manage to give us our money's 
worth even If the acting isn't quite 
Broadway calibre. 


With "Don't Drink the Water," on 


stage again this weekend at Arlington 
High School, Village Theatre offers 
that kind of experience. The play is a 
typical Woody Allen comedy with suf- 
ficient wit and zaniness to sustain the 
shortcomings of amateur actors. 


BRIEFLY THE PLOT concerns an 


American embassy behind the Iron 
Curtain where a tourist couple and 
their daughter take 
refuge when 


they're mistaken for spies. The em- 
bassy already has one refugee-in-resi-

dence, a priest who sought asylum six 
years before and is still there. 


The story revolves around efforts of 


the Communist government to arrest 
the American family and ,the bungling 
efforts 
of the temporary charge 


d'affairs to prevent It. Before the 
uninvited embassy guests escape, 
they have pretty well taken over the 
embassy, hanging laundry in the re- 
c e p t i o n hall, telephoning friends 
and family at home in New Jersey, 
heckling the chef about his cooking. 


Strongest performances are given 


by Jan DiCosola and Lawrence E. An- 
dres as Marion and Walter Hollander, 
the vacationing New Jersey caterer 
and his wife who find sancutary in the 
embassy, and Michael Dellaca, as the 
bumbling ambassador's son whose 
diplomatic career so far has con- 
sisted of one faux pas after another. 


MOST OF THE other cast members 


give caricature performances or re- 
veal themselves as beginning actors. 


Betty Allenfort seems wooden in her 
portrayal of the ambassador's femin- 
ist assistant, Kilroy, and Patrick Law- 
lor's Father Drobney is too exagger- 
ated. Susan Calvaresi as the Hollan- 
ders' sexy daughter can't decide what 
to do with her hands. Bill Allenfort as 
Krojack, the Communist spy chaser, 
comes across more like a fugitive 
from a melodrama. 


The remaining cast members have 


mainly walk-on parts except for vet- 
eran VTer Dave Dove, who makes a 
believable ambassador, and Hal Stein' 
as the chef. 


Yet despite its lack of polish, "Don't 


Drink the Water" is a funny show and 
the opening night audience went away 
laughing.

The doctor says 


Normal person can 
use salt substitute 


Could you clarify some points about the use of "salt substitutes" 


in the diet? 


As a way of reducing salt Intake, can a so-called healthy person 


begin to use the substitute? 


Can an overweight person with high blood pressure (controlled 


by medication) use the substitute without causing a problem? 


Can the substitute salt be used in cooking or only at the table? 
When using the substitute, does one have to be concerned about 


a potassium deficiency? If so, how to remedy that situation? 


I have received differing Information on this matter and need to 


know what's what. 


A healthy person does not need to use any salt if he doesn't want 


to. Your body requires a normal intake of sodium and potassium. 
Vegetables, cereals, and particularly milk and meat products all 
contain sodium. When you don't have too much sodium in your 
diet, the body normally conserves it by decreasing the amount 
filtered out in the urine. 


Fruit contains potassium, as do meat products. Potassium chlo- 


ride is the main salt inside the cells — the muscle fibers. Sodium 
chloride is the main salt in body fluids. 


A person who is sweating a lot, as a laborer in a hot environ- 


ment, may lose excess salt and need additional sodium, but other- 
wise a normal person will not have salt depletion if no salt is used 
at all. 


It follows that you can use a salt substitute, which is usually 


mostly potassium chloride with some other chemical salts and 
contains no significant amount of sodium. 


You con use the salt substitute if you are overweight. And it is a 


good idea for anyone with high blood pressure to avoid sodium in 
ordinary salt. One group of medicines used to manage high blood 
pressure really works by helping your body eliminate sodium. 


Yes, you can use the salt substitutes for cooking or at the table. 


They will not cause a potassium deficiency since most contain 
potassium. 


Most potassium deficiencies occur because the person is taking 


a medicine to increase the elimination of sodium from the urine. 
In addition to eliminating sodium too much potassium ds also 
washed out. Individuals taking such medicines are often on a salt 
(sodium chloride) restricted diet, but it is the medicine, not the 
sodium restriction or the salt substitute, that causes the loss of 
poassium. 


Individuals taking medicines to eliminate sodium salt from the 


body should include plenty of fruit and fruit juices in the diet to 
increase the intake of potassium. A couple of eight-ounce glasses 
of orange juice a day will go a long way toward solvting the 
problem. 


If you need to use a salt substitute to avoid sodium intake, you 


cannot use Morton's Lite Salt. It is fine to cut down on the intake 
of sodium, but it is still half sodium chloride salt and half substi- 
tute. That is still too much sodium for many people with medical 
problems, including high blood pressure, and heart failure or any 
condition related to the retention of body fluid.

Bleaches can dull the surface and 
make it stain-prone. Should stains appear and the mild soap not 
work, use Bon Ami or Lava soap very lightly. One thing to watch 
out for is indelible ink. In this event you will have to use one of 
the abrasives as lightly as possible.

Product Warranties Act 
Less protection for consumers 


by BARBARA LADD 


Sometimes more is less. 
Take the Magnuson-Moss Consumer 


Product Warranties Act, for instance, 
which became fully effective last Jan. 
1. 


The act was intended to help con- 


sumers understand warranties so they 
could choose the best protection for 
their money. It set up certain require- 
ments for warranties and the Federal 
Trade Commission spent a lot of 
time distinguishing between full and 
limited warranties. 


Most manufacturers, says Frank 


Miles of the Association of Home Ap- 
pliance Manufacturers, decided that 
rather than take a chance on a full 
warranty, they would issue a limited 
one. 


"The result really is less protection 


for the consumer," says Miles. 


Under the Magnuson-Moss Act, a' 


full warranty label on a product pro- 
vides: 


• A defective product will be re- 


paired or replaced free, including re- 
moval and reinstallation if necessary; 
sary; 


• The product will be repaired 


within a reasonable time after con- 
sumer complaint; the warranty is 
good for anyone who owns the product 
during the warranty period; 


• The consumer will not be asked 


to do anything unreasonable, such as 
ship a piano back to the maker; 


• A choice of a new product or 


money back will be offered if the 
product can't be fixed. 


A limited warranty, says Miles, is 


one that gives consumers anything 
less than a full one. A limited warran- 
ty may cover only parts, not labor; it 
may require the consumer to return a 
heavy product to the store instead of 
assuring a repairman's visit; it may 
cover only the first purchaser. 


According to the FTC, a product 


may caarry more than one written 
warranty. For example, it can have a 
full warranty on part of the product 
and a limited warranty on the re- 
mainder. 


"The purpose of any warranty is to 


guarantee to the consumer that the 
product is in working order as it 
leaves the factory. It's not to guaran- 


tee that the product will last forever," 
says Miles.' 


MILES NOTES that most con- 


sumers are increasingly conscious of 
warranties because the products they 
buy are becoming more complex. 
"They realize there's more chance for 
something to go wrong." 


Shari Bryant, former editor of Mon- 


ey Management Institute for House- 
hold Finance and now a free lance 
consumer specialist, agrees that con- 
sumers are more aware. She recom- 
mends shopping around for the best 
warranty available. Ms. Bryant spoke 
recently at a Harper College seminar 
on "Getting What You Pay For." 


"A better warranty may be worth a 


little more money," she said. "It's 
like insurance against a big repair 
bill." 


Ms. Bryant suggests reading the 


warranty before buying. She also ad- 
vises keeping the sales slip, with the 
warranty should the purchase date or 
original owner need to be verified. 
And, of course, when a problem does 
arise, read the warranty first, she 
said, so you know what the manufac-

turer will do and what are your rights 
as a consumer. 


The Federal Trade Commission pro- 


vides the following checklist for eval- 
uating warranties: 


'• Is it full or limited? 
• Are all parts of the product cov- 


ered by the warranty: Would the 
parts not covered be expensive to fix? 
Are they likely to break? 


• Would you have to pay any of the 


repair costs? 


• How long does the warranty last? 
• Do you get a different amount of 


protection for different parts of the 
product or for different periods of 
time? 


• Is the warranty for only the first 


purchaser? Are you likely to sell the 
product or give it as a gift during the 
warranty period? 


• What do you have to do to get 


warranty service? For example, do 
you have to ship the product to the 
manufacturer? 


• Is there anything you have to do 


to keep the warranty in effect, such 
as proper maintenance? 


• Does the company 'giving the 


warranty have a good or bad reputa- 
tion for living up to its warranty?

Copy, Cubs, chaos-WGN plays ball 


There I was, a Chicago-born and suburban-bred 


baseball fan, getting paid to spend the Cub's season 
opener sitting next to the club's "Hey, Hey!" an- 
nouncer Jack Brlckhouse. 


What become evident immediately was that base- 


ball isn't the same behind the scenes as it appears to 
WGN's television viewers and radio listeners. 


The broadcasting of America's grand old game is 


a tricky, technical and unpredictable business. But, 
the persons behind the microphones, switchboards 
and cameras are calm and confident. 


"Are both of my hairs combed?" asked a balding 


Brickhouse. whose headphones just about hide all the 
scalp covering that's left. A colorful Cubs hat gets 
thrown on top of it all. 


"LET'S GET THINGS rollin'. I've been itching for 


the season to start," ne said. "Things seem chaotic 
now, but after a few games we get a routine down 
pat. Then we have organized chaos." 


Brickhouse has been one of the voices of the Cubs 


(the other two are WGN radio's Vince Lloyd and Lou 
Boudreau) since Channel 9 started televising the 
games in 1948. "There were only about 10,000 tele- 
vision sets in Chicago back then and most of those 
were in taverns. You'd have to have straddled the 
decades in television that I have to appreciate where 
it has all come since those days," Brickhouse said. 


Two opening days in the past 20 years have been 


snowed out and the catchers were throwing snow- 
balls instead of baseballs In one of the more bizarre 
moments at Wrdgley Field, Addison and Clark 
streets, two baseballs got into the game, he said. 


The Cubs have lost a lot of their openers and didn't 


do exceptionally well this year, but, as always, the 
fans and broadcasters were itching for the first day 
of the season. 


An energy that has been pent up inside through a 


bitter winter burst forth in a rousing cheer Thursday 
afternoon as Hall of Pamers Ernie Banks and Lou 
Boudreau tossed the first ball back and forth. 


"THERE'S AN underlying psychology to base- 


ball," Brickhouse yelled over the crowd. "People 
identify the game with spring — sunshine and mild 
temperatures. The weather is good and everyone 
feels good and everyone is optimistic about the 
world, so even if the team isn't wining, the fans are 
out here cheering." 


While the Wheeling High School marching band 


backed up singer John Gary during the National An- 
them, things bussed in the open broadcast booth 
which overlooks the velvet green diamond. Everyone 
was waiting for the proclamation: "Play ball!" 


To complicate things in the broadcast booth a little 


more this year, for the first time Boudreau is han- 
dling play-by-play for WGN TV and radio, gracing 
them with his keen insight and understanding of the 
game. 


The wood door to the booth slammed shut and 


Boudreau came rushing in, panting, reaching for the 
headphones, spurting forth commentary on the last 
play. "OK, Jack," and then he was hustling back 
next door to the radio booth to do the same thing 
9ver again. 


"This is going to be a rough season," he said on 


his way out. Once baseball's youngest coach, 
Boudreau was enjoying the new duty already. 


Meanwhile, Brickhouse sat in his chair, his eyes 


traveling between the field and a closed-circuit tele- 
vision set in front of him. His statistical books, copy 
and charts, the sources of his commentary between 
plays, was shoved in front of him. 


KIDS CLIMBED over the wall that edges the'field 


trying to get autographs from their idols, confetti 
swirled in the wind, pennants waved, popcorn was 
passed and beer flowed. Life was rowdy in the 
stands, and the fans had little idea about what went 
on behind the scenes. 


Brickhouse slad he feels "good" and "flattered" 


that people say he is synonymous with the Cubs. 
Lloyd said it's just "great," and Boudreau couldn't 
imagine himself doing anything else. 


They are paid to describe, interpret and follow 


America's favorite game, They are big kids who 
spend weeks before the season opener rereading the 
baseball rule book, researching the players and at- 
tending practice games. 


They time their hurried reading of commercial 


spots with a stop watch. They can read statistics, 
watch the field and describe a play-all at the same 
time. They have to. 


They are store houses of information and masters 


of trivia. They admit to getting butterflies the morn- 
ing of every opening day. It's because they love the 
business. 


The wind blew copy out of the box, but the job got

done. A fellow in the corner wearing headphones 
maintained constant contact with the technicians in 
a $1.4 million mobile van under the bleachers. 


Arne Harris, director of WGN TV sports sat there 


yelling numbers and directions into a headphone 
mouthpiece. His mind was as technical as the con- 
trol board in front of him. He is the man responsible 
for what fans see. 


He commands camera shots, replays, com- 


mercials, special angles, special effects, sounds and 
color — and a technician responds. All the while, 
Harris concentrates on more than 10 television 
screens on the van "wall, all showing different pic- 
tures. 


SOMEHOW, HARRIS found time to explain that he 


has to anticipate the ballplayers' moves in order to 
get the kind of camera shots viewers want to see. 
"OK, Jose," he said of a Jose Cardenal play. 
"Wasn't that beautiful, Jack?" he asked through the 
headphone. 


The Cubs may lose all 142 games that WGN tele- 


vises this year, but the fans at home will see every- 
thing that happens. They will see the Cubs' team- 
work on the field and never realize the teamwork 
that goes on behind the scenes. 


"That's what's great about this game," said Jack 


Rosenberg, WGN television sports editor and the 
man who feeds Brickhouse player information dur- 
ing the broadcast. 


"This may sound kind of corny, but what's going 


on in this booth and in this park today — that's 
America at it's best, right here," he said.

Greening and grooming lawns 


by AL GOEBBERT

What steps should you take In 


spring to insure a good lawn? If you 
have a lawn and want to make it look 
"picture perfect," there are several 
things you must do. 


A good fertilizing program should 


be mapped out. Moat of the lawns in 
our area are of the Kentucky blue 
grass varieties. This is a cool weather 
grass, meaning it is most active in 
growth in the spring and fall seasons. 
Lawns can be fed as early as April 6, 
To determine what kind of fertilizer to 
use, a visit to your local garden cen- 
ter is a good idea. There, people well 
versed in gardening can answer your 
questions. They can map out a pro- 
gram that can be time and money 
saving as well as successful for your 
needs. 


To get your program started, use a 


fertilizer having a high percentage of 
Nitrogen, If crabgrass was a problem 
last year, and you didn't do anything 
about It, a "pre-emergence" crab- 
grass control product should be ap-

plied. Pre-emergence controls inhibit 
the germination of undesirable grassy 
weeds and prevents such seeds from 
sprouting. A pre-emergence control 
can be found as a combination prod- 
uct that includes fertilizers. One appli- 
cation will fertilize as well as control 
crabgrass. Broad leaf weeds, such as 
dandelions, can be controlled in late 
April and May by using a weed and 
feed fertilizer — a weed killer com- 
bination. This is applied at the time of 
the weeds' most active growth. If you 
are in doubt about crabgrass or 
weeds, separate controls can always 
be applied at a later date. 


To start ai new lawn for seed in 


spring, the best time is from April 10 
until about June 15. Your first step 
would be to "roto-tiU" the dirt so that 
a smooth lawn bed is attained. Rake 
out large clumps of clay, stone and 
debris, if necessary, Apply a good 
lawn fertilizer to the soil, as the 
sprouting seed will need nutrients to 
get a good healthy start. Next, broad- 
cast your lawn seed uniformly with a 
mechanical spreader. After the seed 
is broadcast, rake it lightly into the 
soU 'to ensure a thorough contact of 
seed with the seedbed soil. Use a light 
riller to smooth out any rough spots. 
Watering should begin immediately, 
lightly sprinkling two to three times a

day. Keep the top dark with moisture 
until the grasses are up. When they 
have germinated, less watering'will 
be required. Once every five to seven 
days with about Vz to %" of water will 
force the roots to grow deep into the 
soil. Your first mowing should be 
made in about four to five weeks 
when 'the grass has reached about two 
inches in height. Weed killers for 
broad-leaf weeds, such as dandelions, 
should not be applied until after the 
second mowing. 


When starting a new lawn from 


seed, it is always wise to use grass 
seed that has a good germination fac- 
tor and is relatively weed free. In- 
expensive grass seed or "bargain" 
grass seeds often contain many-inert 
materials that can cause problems 
later on. In the last few years, newer 
varieties of Rye blue grass have been 
developed. -These 
include 
Merion, 


Adelphi, 
Glade 
and 
Baron 
blue 


grasses. Most of these have been de- 
veloped to ensure better germination 
in cool weather, less disease problems 
and a stronger color during the hot 
summer months. A good mix should 
include one or more of these varieties, 
with Fescues, and some Rye grass, to 
give you a blend that will tolerate our 
growing conditions. 


Sodding your lawn is the "no risk" 


way of getting a new lawn. W«ed 
competition is minimal. Wash outs 
are eliminated. The initial cost for 
sodding might be higher than for 
seed, but the immediate results might 
be worthwhile. The same procedure 
for preparing the soil bed^for seed 
should be used when laying sod. Ferti- 
lizing should be done after the sod is 
laid and watering begun immediately. 
Keep the sod evenly moist the first 
couple of weeks or until the sod has 
begun to mesh with the soil beneath 
it. 


Whatever method you choose to 


start your lawn — sod or seed — re- 
member, nothing will ever take the 
place of a parcel of freshly mowed, 
rich green turf. Nothing else does a 
better job of covering the soil in a 
garden, while allowing the water and 
oxygen to reach trees and shrub roots 
in the earth below.

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Scientists develop test-tube trees 


"Only God can make a tree," poet- 


icized Alfred Joyce Kilmer in 1914, 
but times have changed. 


Now, research scientists are grow- 


ing "test-tube" trees from living con- 


ifer tissue, rather than from seeds as 
nature does. They are working to has- 
ten the natural growth process in or- 
der to meet heavy demands for lum- 
ber, paper and other products depend- 


ent upon wood for their manufacture. 


According to a report compiled by 


wood products experts, it takes six to 
eight years for trees in a forest to 
reach reproductive age, whereas sci-

enlists are starting new specimens 
from tissue of young trees which are 
not yet old enough to reproduce natu- 
rally. 


The test-tube plantlets develop in 


from four to six weeks. 


'" With this accomplished, tree gen- 


eticists at Oregon Graduate Center, in 
Beaverton, Ore., 15 miles from Port- 
land, have taken the first step in a 
five-year project aimed at speeding 
up nature's reproduction time by 70 to 
100 per cent. 


In a forest, pollenization is a hit-or- 


miss proposition, influenced by wind 
shifts and other changeable natural 
phenomena. Even after pollen man- 
ages to land on a female cone, de- 
pending on the'kind of tree, it takes 
from nine weeks to a full year just for 
fertilization to occur. 


THE EXPERTS REPORT that the 


research team is striving to develop 
tree strains resistant to disease and 
insects. If successful, this break- 
through would revolutionize the pro- 
duction of commercial trees by offer- 
ing a more effective tool for mass 
production of genetically 
superior 


trees than conventional methods of 
propagation through rooted cuttings. 


The "test-tube" trees begin as em- 


bryos, or as segments of seed leaves, 
stems or needles. These go into a lab- 
oratory petri dish containing a gelled 
n u t r i e n t medium, with balanced 
amounts of phosphorous, potassium, 
nitrogen, calcium, magnesium, sulfur, 
trace elements, vitamins, sugar and 
growth regulating hormones. The 
growing tissues are kept at 77 degrees 
F. under carefully controlled light. 
The early bud formations are called 
callus, and have about 20 shoots — 
each of which can become a tree. 


The experts reported that western 


hemlock tissue yielded buds most 
readily. Douglas fir, western hemlock, 
loblolly pine, ponderosa pine and Ca- 
ribbean pine also can produce such 
buds in the laboratory. 


Force flowering shrubs 


Most early spring flowering shrubs 


produce their flower buds the pre- 
vious year. So. after a 
sufficient 


amount of cold weather, branches can 
be cut and forced to bloom, said 
James A. Fizzell, University of Illi- 
nois horticulturist. Cook County. 


Start by selecting branches from 


flowering trees or shrubs such as for- 
sythia. pussy willow or crab apple. Be 
sure they are loaded with flower buds. 
You can identify the flower buds be- 
cause they are more plump and more 
round than leaf buds. 


SINCE THE BRANCHES will be in 


water several weeks, many of the 
clean cut ends will have a tendency to 
heal or •form callus, restrictive water 
uptake. To prevent healing, thorough- 
ly shred the cut ends of the branches 
by pounding with a hammer. 


After the ends are prepared, stand 


the branches In a pail of water. Ad- 
ding flower preservatives will retard 


bacterial growth in the water. Keep 
the branches at a temperature of 60 to 
70 degrees. Although the branches will 
force at a higher temperature, it will 
reduce the color, size and keeping 
quality of the blooms. It is best to 
keep the branches out of direct sun 
but in a bright place. 


Most branches will stay attractive 


for 
about one week. Cut a few 


branches each week so you can have 
a succession of fresh flowers. 


Shadblow (amelanchier), Forsythia 


and pussywillow force easily in about 
one week. Redbud and Spicebush take 
about two weeks. Blooms on Mag- 
nolia, Flowering Almond, and Honey- •

were talking business. Knox was seated with his back 
to the large window that overlooks the mall and its 
vast parking lot.

Suddenly, the sharp crack of glass interrupted 


their conversation as a bullet zinged into the third- 
floor office, showering it with window fragments.

A spokesman for Kissinger was re- 


luctant to discuss the new security ar- 
rangements, but said "security ex- 
pets" had agreed "there is a contin- 
uing need for protection for some 
time to come." 


The Kissinger spokesman said it 


was then decided "we would put to- 
gether a team and we are doing so 
now." 
' Kissinger has spent most of his time 
out of the public eye since he left of- 


fice in January. 


HE TESTIFIED for the first time 


as a private citizen on Capitol Hill 
Monday and made his first public 
speech Tuesday at Georgetown Univer- 
sity. 


He 'has accepted a visiting profes- 


sorship at Georgetown and is working 
on his memoirs. He also has agreed to 
provide news analysis for NBC tele- 
vision. 


Bothe accompanied Kissinger on 


many of his worldwide

On Oct. 11, 1974, he was accidental- 


ly shot with his own Uzi submachine 
gun aboard Kissinger's, plane as it 
was taking off from Cairo en route to 
Damascus.

lurched and the gun, stacked on top of 
others on the floor, discharged a bul- 
let into Bothe's arm.

No cuts in the educational program 


will be made for 1977-78 by the River 
Trails Dist. 26 Board of Education be- 
cause ot an unexpected increase in 
revenue. 


However, some cuts will be made in 


noflteacher positions and some fees 
will be raised in 1977-78 to save mon- 
ey, the board has decided. 


Budget cuts, including the elimina- 


tion of some educational programs, 
had been recommended as a way to 
save money 
following 
the defeat 


March 19 of a tax Increase referen- 
dum. 


OFFICIALS HAD SAID a successful 


referendum would have allowed the 
district to maintain its curriculum 
and to keep a balanced budget. 


Revised state funding and under- 


spending this year have produced 
$209,000 more than was budgeted for 
197(5-77 Ralph Beaudoin, director of 
business services told the board Tues- 
day. 


This total includes $108,000 provided 


through a change in the state-aid for- 
mula that funds education, $37,000 in 
reimbursement for special education 
programs, $23.400 from an unusually 
high percentage of tax collection and 
$40.000 less in 1976-77 expenditures, he 
said. 


"This has been a volatile year for 


state funding because many districts 
reached their maximum funding un- 
der the old formula 
(which was 


changed in November) and were 
screaming they had no place to go,1' 
Beaudoin said. 


The timing and the amount of fund- 


ing available from the state usually is 
not known until Dis>t. 26 receives its 
money, he said, and the district has 
been learning of thesp pieces of extra 
revenue for several months. "Money 
dribbles in month by month," he said. 


BECAUSE OF THE additional reve- 


nue, what had been projected as a 
$172.000 deficit for 1976-77 instead will 
be a $79.000 surplus, Beaudoin said. 


A $120.000 deficit still is projected 


for 1977-78. and the board has agreed 
to make cuts totaling $34,680 in cleri- 
cal and other nontcat'her positions for 
that vear. Book fees also will be 


raised next year to gain an additional 
$10,000, the board has decided. 


for 
1977-78 deficit, Beaudoin said. 


Positions to be cut are one junior 


high custodian, one clerical position in 
the administration building, one psy- 
chological services clerk and the dis- 
trict's hearing/vision technician.

BOOK FEES WILL BE raised from 


$5 to $R.50 for kindergarteners, from

Beaudoin said deficits totaling $1.1 


million, which have been forecast for 
1978-79 and 1979-80, also will be eased 
by the cuts made for 1977-78. 


An additional factor is the district's 


working cash fund, a type of internal 
bank account from which other budg- 
et funds may borrow. 


Beaudnin said the fund will contain 


about $240,000 by the end of the school 
year. It gains about $35,000 a year 
through the levy of a small working 
cash tax, he said. 


A portion of the deficits expected in 


1978-79 and 1979-80 could be offset by 
using working cash funds, he said.

Six seek five seats in Dist. 26 


There are six candidates running 


for five seats on the River Trails Dist. 
26 Board of Education in the April 9 
election. 


Because there are three different 


length terms open, there are three dif- 
ferent races. The races for the one- 
year and two-year board terms are 
uncontented while there are three can- 
didates for two 3-year terms. 


The candidates: Incumbent Richard 


Foster and newcomers Michael Free- 


man and Richard Carter for the two 
three year terms; incumbent Joy Das- 
kal for the two-year term; and in- 
cumbents Sylvia Lurie and Patrick 
Fauceglia for the two 1-year terms. 


Endorsements: Dist. 26 General 


Caucus — Lune and Fauceglia for the 
one-year terms; Daskal for the two- 
year term; and Foster and Freeman 
for the two three-year terms. 


The issues: Projection of a $1.1 mil- 


lion budget deficit by 1980 is the ma- 


jor problem facing Dist. 26. A referen- 
dum seeking a 74-cent tax increase in 
the education fund, which pays for 
programs and salaries, was defeated 
by 30 votes March 19. 


Recommendations have been made 


by the administration that include 
seeking another tax increase and 
making $247,000 in budget cuts that 
•would eliminate some junior high pro- 
grams and cut back on some ele- 
mentary programs. 


Residents are being sought to form 


a consolidation committee to study 
the advantages of merging with neigh- 
boring Mount Prospect Dist. 57 which 
will have five schools next year. 


Declining enrollment is 
causing 


much of the financial problems in 
Dist. 26, and Park View School was 
closed last June and is now being 
leased by several organizations. At is- 
sue is whether to continue leasing it 
or sell it and use the money. 


State Schools Supt. Joseph Cronin 


has proposed a voluntary program to 
bus students from the inner city to the 
suburbs to help keep schools with 
declining enrollment 
open and to 


achieve racial desegregation. 


A move by Elk Grove Township 


Dist. 59 to form a unit school district 
combining its schools with two schools 
from High School Dist. 214 has led to 
speculation that other elementary

school districts will want tq form unit 
districts. 


The teachers union, affiliated with 


the Illinois Education Assn. statewide 
teachers union, is negotiating with th» 
board for a 1977-78 teacher contract. 
Last year the 1976-77 contract was set- 
tled just before school began.

Residents who live near the 
school do not want it to be sold be- 
cause they fear that a zoning change 
would bring in undesirable businesses 
or heavy traffic, he said. 


• Voluntary busing. Carter said he 


is not against a busing plan, but said 
he would take a citizen poll before 
voting to determine public opinion. He 
suggested forming a citizens' com- 
mittee to get public input on the issue 
because residents seem to be against 
the idea. 


• Unit district. "There has not been 


enough citizen involvement or mate- 
rial put out," Carter said. Before dis- 
tricts consider forming units, he said, 
the advantages and disadvantages of 
the plan should be presented to dis- 
trict residents.

• Merger. Although Dist. 26 would 


lose some of its local control by con- 
solidation with a neighboring district, 
the move would help solve the prob-

said. 


She recommended the board study

said the board should continue to 
lease the building-until more accurate 
reports of community growth are 
made. 


She said selling the building is a 


possibility if an appropriate buyer can 
be found, but the district can do best 
now by holding onto it. 


• Voluntary busing. The board 


should consider voluntary busing of 
Chicago children into the district, she 
said, but "now isn't the time to look 
at it."

Dist. 59 candidates differ on finances

Newcomer and incumbent candidates for 'the Elk Grove Town- 


ship 59 Board of Education differed widely on the financial condi- 
tion of the district during a recent candidates' night. 


Incumbent Gerald Smiley, of 1156 Cheltenham Rd., Elk Grove 


Village, told an audience of 100 residents Wednesday that Dist. 59 
Is in a "relatively good" financial condition. 


But Harold Harvey, 200 Marshall, Des Plaines, disagreed, say- 


ing "financial and educational bankruptcy are inevitable" unless 
district financial position changes soon. 


"WE WERE BORROWED to the hilt when I first got on the 


board In 1972," Smiley said. "This year we will be borrowing only 
$1 million in tax anticipation warrants, all in the building fund, 
and by next year we're projecting there'll be no borrowing." 


Even so, the district is spending more than it receives as income 


and is depleting its reserves, he said. The board must get its 
"house in order" by setting limits and budget guidelines and hav- 
ing the discipline to live within these, he said. 


Smiley suggested the board seriously examine the number of 


administrators in the district and their salaries as well as class 
size and the number of teachers. 


"We huve $1.5 million in teachers orders, $4.6 million in working 


cash bonds and $2.2 million in interest that must be paid back over 
the next five years," Harvey said. "That's pure debt." 


HARVEY SUGGESTED the board "start living within the real 


world" and look toward reducing noneducational expenditures and 
close and sell schools. If these measures ore not sufficient, the 


board should ask the voters for a tax rate increase, he said. 


Newcomer Sharon Chavoen, 641 C. Burgundy Ct, Elk Grove 


Village agreed that the "fashionable trivia" must be cut from the 
district's budget before the voters are asked to increase their 
taxes. 


Noting that Dist. 59 Supt. Roger W Bardwell said the district 


needed a 40-cent tax rate increase in 1975 and the board went for a 
25-cent increase, Mrs. Chavoen said the district "must be in 
trouble." 


Incumbent Paul Kucharski, 803 Victoria Ln., Arlington Heights, 


said if legally possible, the best thing the district can do is declare 
bankruptcy. 


Since declaring bankruptcy is not allowable, Kucharski advo- 


cated hiring a financial consultant to tell the board of its options 
and forming a finance committee of residents with financial ex- 
pertise. 


HE SAID HE would go to the voters for a tax rate increase only 


after budget cuts had been made and the board has proved its 
fiscal responsibility. 


"We had a $3 million deficit in 1967, a $6 million deficit in 1972 


and a $10 million deficit in 1977," candidate Richard Stamm, 1414 
Redwood Dr., Mount Prospect said. "The answer is to go for the 
maximum (tax rate) and levy for what you need." 


Newcomer Saul Cohen, 312 Dorchester Ln , Elk Grove Village, 


said he is not sure what the district's financial position is because 
the district's accounting firm does not use the same numbers and 
systems as the district's business manager. 


"We have to know what our income is, what we're spending 


against," he said. "My philosophy on running schools is that the 
distract should spend every penny that comes in as long as the 
money is there to pay bills." 


IF BUDGET CUTS can be made that still leave the district's 


program "adequate and responsive" to the students that is the 
way to go, he said. If this cannot be done, Cohen said he is not 
opposed to seeking a tax rate increase. 


Incumbent Avis Wold, 540 Ruskin, Elk Grove Village, said the 


district's projected deficit of $700,000 tor this year is "much low- 
er" than had been anticipated. 


She said the district is a viable one that does not have to be 


bailed out by the formation of a unit school district. 


If necessary, Mrs. Wold said she would prefer asking the voters 


to increase the tax rate rather than cutting direct educational 
services to students. 


Incumbent Donald Zommer, 817 Delphia, Elk, Grove Village, said 


he would like to see the best possible education provided for every 
child within the district's expenses. 


"We have to ask why money is needed and find out what every 


building's expenses are," he said. 


Cohen, Harvey, Kucharski, Mrs. Wold and Zommer are vying 


for two 3-year positions on the Dist. 59 board. 


Mrs. Chavoen and Smiley are vying for one 1-year position on 


the board. 


Stamm is unopposed for a 2-year board position.

Shelter asks 
to use home 
at Childerly 


A Northwest suburban social ser- 


vice agency has asked the Wheeling 
Park District to use one of the build- 
ings on the Childerly Retreat Home 
site as a temporary foster home. 


Susan Roberts, board president of 


Shelter Inc. Thursday asked the park 
board to consider leasing one of two 
large homes on the Childerly site as a 
temporary foster home facility for 
boys age II to 16. The site is at 506 
McHenry Rd. 


The park district is in the process of 


purchasing Childerly from the Calvert 
Foundation. Park officials plan to de- 
velop the site as an outdoor education 
and historical area. 


MRS. ROBERTS said Shelter would 


like to use one of the two large build- 
ings on the site as temporary housing 
for runaways and abused children. 


Siie said her agency has received 


federal funding through the Northwest 
Municipal Conference to open the 
shelter. 


Shelter officials would house boys at 


the facility for up to three weeks until 
a juvenile judge decides whether to 
send them back to their parents, 
place them in a foster home or put 
them in a state juvenile home. 


"The need does exist for this type of 


facility,'' Mrs. Roberts said. 


Wheeling Park Supt. David Phillips 


said Shelter's proposal "is sound" but 
that buildings on the Childerly site 
"are in very poor condition." 


"We're not even sure we could pro- 


gram the building for park district 
residents for this summer," he said. 


PARK COMR. Robert Ross said any 


plans for developing the property will 
not be finalized for at least one and a 
half to two years. 
/ 


"Right now it works down .to a 


feasibility study, it has to-be long- 
range. We don't even have title to the 
property yet," he said. 


Social workers from Shelter have 


been searching the Northwest suburbs 
for a large house with a monthly rent 
of $750 or less. They are looking for 
location that is not likely to draw pro- 
tests from neighbors. 


The agency is attempting to rent a 


house at 225 E. Algonquin Rd., Arling- 
ton Heights. The house is being used 
for an importing and distributing busi- 
ness which is going out of business for 
lack of a business permit. 


Shelter is seeking a permit from the 


Arlington Heights Village Board to 
open the temporary care facility at 
that location. The hearing is set for 
April 27.

office of Arnold, Hinton & Hoff inc^ just south of the

firm, Ken Knox, Dale Taylor and Ferdinand Reuter, 
were talking business. Knox was seated with his back 
to the large window that overlooks the mall and its 
vast parking lot. 


Reuter was sitting on the window ledge facing 


Taylor at his desk, only a few feet from his compan- 
ions. 


Suddenly, the sharp crack of glass interrupted 


their conversation as a bullet zinged into the third- 
floor office, showering it with window fragments. 
The three hit the floor. 


"THE GLASS FLEW, then we flew," said Reuter, 


an account executive. 


One nervous secretary managed to joke about the 


incident: "That's the fastest I've ever seen them 
move around here." 


Schaumburg police were on the scene at 1701 


Woodfield Rd., within minutes, taking statements and

Kissinger hiring private guards for his protection

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Former 


Sec. of State Henry Kissinger is re- 
cruiting a private security force to re- 
place the Secret Service protection he 
expects to lose by • the end of the 
month, sources said Thursday. 


Kissinger has hired Walter Bothe, 


36, a veteran Secret Service agent and 
personal friend, to head the small se- 
curity group, sources said. 


They said Bothe. who was acciden- 


tally shot 2Va years ago while guard- 


ing Kissinger, will resign from the Se- 
cret Service by May 11 to assume his 
new job. 


Bothe has been trying in recent 


weeks to hire other present or former 
agents to guard Kissinger, the sources 
said. It was not known how successful 
he has been or what their salaries 
would be. 


ONE SOURCE SAID Bothe's annual 


salary would be substantially above 
his Secret Service base pay of ap- 
proximately $30,000, and he also will 


get an expense account and use of a 
car. 


A spokesman for Ki?singer was re- 


luctant to discuss the >iew security ar- 
rangements, but sai'l "seairity ex- 
pets" had agreed "th<)re is .1 contin- 
uing need for protection for some 
time to come." 


The Kissinger spokesman said 
it 


was then decided "we would put to- 
gether a team and we are doing so 
now." 


Kissinger has spent most of his time 


out of the public eye since jie left of- 


fice in January. 


HE TESTIFIED for the first time 


as a private citizen on Capitol Hill. 
Monday -and made his first public 
speech Tuesday at Georgetown Univer- 
sity. 


He has accepted a visiting profes- 


sorship at Georgetown and is working 
on his memoirs. He also has agreed to 
provide news analysis for NBC tele- 
vision.

to give Erpel furniture, clothing and 
other household items for his new Mill 
Creek apartment since the story of his 
plight appeared in The Herald March 
28, he says. 


The Buffalo Grove National Bank 


created a special account to accept 
donations to help him rebuild his 
world. 


Erpel said he will repay humanity 


for the kindness that has been shown 
him and his mote who lives with 
him. 


"I will make payment to my fellow 


human beings. I have to grow through 
this to believe in humanity again. My 
life is in my present, I'm going to live 
in the future. Why should I think 
about the past," he says. 


HIS PAST IS a series of tragedies, 


including an unsuccessful marriage, 
the loss of his career when he came to 
America in 1969 and the loss last Au- 
gust of a 5-year-old-son to leukemia.

Tragic life 
gives victim 
faith in men 


Reinaldo Erpel was working in a 


Chicago Holiday Inn two weeks ago 
when he received a phone call. 


"They said 'we have some bad 


news for you. Your apartment has 
been destroyed by fire.' The first 
thing I as^d was where is my moth- 
er. Luckily she was all right," Erpel 
says. 


But everything else he owned, pos- 


sessions valued at $8,000, was lost. Er- 
pel. 38. was homeless and penniless 
owning only the shirt on his back. 


BUT RATHER than be bitter over 


his fate. Erpel -says-he has -learned 
new lessons from the fire. The scores 
of people who have given him tilings 
since the March 27 blaze raced 
through his Mill Creek apartment 
have reaffirmed his faith in humanity, 
he says. 


"You see all this help coming from 


all over and you know you are not 
alone. You think you are living in a 
time when we are so isolated but then 
you see brothers all around you," the 
Buffalo Grove resident says. 


More than 100 people have offered 


to give Erpel furniture, clothing and 
other household items for his new Mill 
Creek apartment since the story of his 
plight appeared hi The Herald March 
28, he says. 


The Buffalo Grove National Bank 


created a special account to accept 
donations to help him rebuild his 
world. 


Erpel said he will repay humanity

for the kindness that has been shown 
him and his mother who lives with 
him.

"I will make payment to my fellow 


human beings. I have to grow through 
this- to believe in humanity again. My 
life is in niy present, I'm going to live 
in the future. Why should I think 
about the past," he says. 


HIS PAST IS a series of tragedies, 


including an unsuccessful marriage, 
the loss of his career when he came to 
America in 1969 and th'e'loss last Au- 
gust of a 5-year-old-son to leukemia. 


Erpel came to America seeking op- 


portunity, but found that his European 
degrees in psychology did not qualify 
him to teach here. 


He took a job as a factory worker, 


putting in long hours trying to earn 
the money needed to return to school. 


But work had its price. His wife left 


him, taking their two children with 
her, he says. 


An unsuccessful marriage taught 


him to stop putting his_ career ahead 
of all else.

Paul Kucharski, Elk Grove Town- 


59 Board of Education 
member, said the state's attorney's 
office also is investigating charges he 
made last spring concerning the in- 
itial filing of petitions to form the unit 
district. 


SUPPORTERS OF the unit district 


charged that Dist. 214 was allowing 
teachers to canvass the Dist. 59 area 
urging residents to vote against the

Office routine 
zinged to action 


It was a typically I'juiet Thursday afternoon in the 


office of Arnold, Hinton & Hoff Inc. just south of the 
Woodfield Shopping Center in Schaumburg. 


Three officials of the advertising and marketing 


firm, Ken Knox, Dale Taylor and Ferdinand Reuter, 
were talking business. Knox was seated with his back 
to the large window that overlooks the mall and its 
vast parking lot. 


Reuter was sitting on the window ledge facing 


Taylor at his desk, only a few feet from his compan- 
ions. 


Suddenly, the sharp crack of glass interrupted 


their conversation as a bullet zinged into the third- 
floor office, showering it with window fragments. 
The three hit the floor. 


"THE GLASS FLEW, then we flew," said Reuter, 


an account executive. 


One nervous secretary managed to joke about the 


incident: "That's the fastest I've ever seen them 
move around here." 


Schaumburg police were on the scene at 1701 


Woodfield Rd., within minutes, taking statements and 
looking for the slug, which they believe might be a

.38 or .357 magnum caliber. No motive has been es- 
tablished for the shooting, which police and office 
personnel say was an isolated incident. The bullet 
was rot found.

Kissinger hiring private guards for his protection

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Former 


Sec. of State Henry Kissinger is re- 
cruiting a private security force to re- 
place the Secret Service protection he 
expects to lose by the end of the 
month, sources said Thursday. 


Kissinger has hired Walter Bothe, 


36, a veteran Secret Service agent and 
personal friend, to head the small se- 
curity group, sources said. 


They said Bothe, who was acciden- 


tally shot 2& years ago while guard- 


ing Kissinger, will resign from the Se- 
cret Service by May 11 to assume his 
new job. 


Bothe has been trying in recent 


weeks to hire other present or former 
agents to guard Kissinger, the sources 
said. It was not known how successful 
he has been or what their salaries 
would be. 


ONE SOURCE SAID Bottle's annual 


salary W9uld be substantially above 
his Secret Service base pay'of ap- 
proximately $30,000, and he also will 


get an expense account and use of a 
car. 


A spokesman for Kissinger was re- 


luctant to discuss the new security ar- 
rangements, but said "security ex- 
pets" had agreed "there is a contin- 
uing need for protection for some 
time to come." 


The Kissinger spokesman said 
it 


was then decided "we would put to- 
gether a team and we are doing so 
now." 


Kissinger has spent most of his time 


out of the public eye since he left of- 


fice in January. 


HE TESTIFIED for the first time 


as a private citizen on Capitol Hill 
Monday and made his first public 
speech Tuesday at Georgetown Univer- 
sity. 


He has accepted a visiting profes- 


sorship at Georgetown and is working 
on his memoirs. He also has agreed to 
provide news analysis for NBC tele- 
vision. 


Bothe accompanied Kissinger on 


many of his worldwide negotiating 
missions. 


On Oct. 11, 1974, he was accidental- 


ly shot with his own Uzi submachine 
gun aboard Kissinger's plane as it 
was taking off from Cairo en route to 
Damascus. 


Kissinger was talking with report- 


ers about 10 feet away when the plane 
lurched and the gun, stacked on top of 
others on the floor, discharged a bul- 
let into Bothe's arm. A fragment 
broke off and struck the bodyguard in 
the head, but he was not seriously in- 
jured.

Shelter asks to use Childerly home 


A Northwest suburban social ser- 


vice agency has asked the Wheeling 
Park District to use one of the build- 
ings on the Childerly Retreat Home 
site as a temporary foster home. 


Susan Roberts, board president of 


Shelter Inc. Thursday asked the park 
board to consider leasing one of two 
large homes on the Childerly site as a 
temporary foster home facility for 
boys age 11 to 16, The site is at 506 
McHenry Rd. 


The park district is in the process of 


purchasing Childerly from the Calvert 
Foundation. Park officials plan to de- 
velop the site as an outdoor education 
and historical area. 


MRS. ROBERTS said Shelter would 


like to use one of the two large build- 
ings on the site as temporary housing 


for runaways and abused children. 


She said her agency has received 


federal funding through the Northwest 
Municipal Conference to open the 
shelter. 


Shelter officials would house boys at 


the facility for up to three weeks' until 
a juvenile judge decides whether to 
send them back to their parents, 
place them in a foster home or put 
them in a state juvenile home. 


"The need does exist for this type of 


facility," Mrs. Roberts said. 


Wheeling Park Supt. David Phillips 


said Shelter's proposal "is sound" but 
that buildings on the Childerly site 
"are in very poor condition." 


"We're not even sure we could pro- 


gram the building for park district 
residents for this summer," he said.

PARK COMR. Robert Ross said any 


plans for developing the property will 
not be finalized for at least one and a 
half to two years. 


"Right now it works down to a 


feasibility study, it has to be long- 
range.

I went, 
througn all the trouble a human being 
could go through," he says. 


Before the shock of the fire wore 


off, people were volunteering to help, 
Erpel says. 


A woman who had done work for 


him once in a Mount Prospect camera 
shop gave him a couch and beds, he 
says. Others donated a table, chairs 
and other necessary items. 


"SOMEDAY, SOMEHOW, I'm going 


to repay this, perhaps not to you but 
to someone in this same situation," he 
says. 


"People who don't believe in people 


should start thinking they are wrong. 
This has been more of a lesson than 
any kind of textbook. I'm going to be 
differert, I'm going to change, I'm go- 
ing to figM now," says Erpel. "In a 
moment like this you say 'for God's 
sake, your time is very short.' " 


Erpel plans to use his time well.

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Like father, like son — 
politics is in the blood

Patricia Kelley hates politics. 
When her husband ran for the Illi- 


nois General Assembly eight years a- 
go, she says, "I didn't want John to 
win, and I was glad when he didn't." 
She wanted him at home, not in 
Springfield. 


But when John Patrick, the oldest of 


her eight children, decided to follow 
in his dad's footsteps, Patrica climbed 
on the bandwagon with the rest of the 
family. "After all, I'm not married to 
Johnny," she says. 


With a degree in political science 


and construction experience during 
and after college, young Kelley chose 
to launch his political career as a 
Democratic candidate for Schaum- 
burg Township road commissioer. 


A $5,000-PER-YEAR part-time post 


that controls 14.5 miles of roadway in 
unincorporated areas is a far cry 
from the Illinois House, but at 23 it 
was a start. 


And when the results came in Tues- 


day night, Kelley came closer to win- 
ning an elective office than any other 
Democrat in the history of Schaum- 
burg Township. Carrying 16 of 61 pre- 
cincts with 1,514 votes, Kelley did sub- 
stantially better than all his running 
mates, but he didn't muster enough 
support to unseat David Erickson, the 
incumbent Republican. 


As the vote totals came in, the Kel- 


ley family was together at township 
Democratic 
headquarters. 
Father 


John Porter Kelley manned the tele- 
phone and adding machine, while Bill, 
a 22-year-old college senior majoring 
in political science, posted the totals 
called out by his brother, Tom, 20, 
who is studying accounting. 


Even the youngest of the Kelley 


clan, 11-year old Marty, watched with 
wide blue eyes as his brother's results 
came in. 


John Kelley was one of several 


youthful Democrats who made bids 
for office in the Northwest suburbs 
this year. 


IN 
WHEELING Township, two 


young Democrats, Mary Korzen, 25, 
and Raymond Carroll Jr., 21, led their 
ticket but lost the election. 


B u t in Elk' Grove Township, 


Douglas Antonik, 20, finished seventh 
among 
the 
eight 
candidates 
for 


trustee. Like Kelley, Antonik comes 
from a political family — his father, 
Alan, is a Democratic precinct cap- 
tain. 
v 


The elder Kelley says he's "proud" 


of his son's showing and attributes it 
to a "strong individual effort." 


He says John is "inclined to work 


very hard at whatever he does" and 
spent "a lot of time, three to four 
hours weekdays and up to 10 or 12 
hours on weekends, going door-to- 
door" during the campaign. 


"If he had a campaign three or four 


months long, as some offices have, 1 
think he would have made it by work 
and just sheer determination," Kelley 
says. 


But the older politician believes 


"one of the common ailments or mis- 
understandings" of young candidates 
comes from the national elections 
where there is more organization 
"and campaign gimmicks." 


"PEOPLE 
DON'T equate 
local 


elections with national. In the local 
race you just have to get out there 
and ring doorbells," the elder Kelley 
says. 


Neither the candidate nor his father

John Patrick 
Kelley 


believe a majority of John's support 
came from his peer group. 


"When you go through the poll 


sheets you find that much of the un- 
der-25 generation still hasn't regis- 
tered to vote," the elder Kelley says. 


John Patrick did well in the pre- 


cincts in the southwest area of Hoff- 
man Estates where he and most of his 
brothers and sisters grew up. But he 


also carried precints in Sehaum- 
burg's 
Sheffield 
Towne townhouse 


area and in Hanover Park, where the 
Kelley name is not well known. 


Young Kelley is not absolutely cer- 


tain about his future at this point, ex- 
cept for the knowledge that he will 
run for office again, probably not for 
a road commissioner's post, but he's 
not excluding any options.

Garr works to overcome 
his lack oi endorsement

Lee Garr, the odd man out in the 


Elk Grove Village municipal election, 
apparently is making his move as the 
campaign swings into its last two 
weeks. 


Garr must make himself known be- 


cause six village boartf members are 
supporting the two incumbents seek- 
ing reelection and newcomer James 
Petri for the three open seats. 


But Garr says he and his campaign 


workers are "not going to do anything 
differently" than they've done in the 
first three months of the campaign. 


He is still sure he will win the elec- 


tion, mostly because he has talked 
with nearly 350 persons at nightly 
meetings, 


Garr said his biggest concern is 


that they come out to vote, regardless 
of who it is for. 


He said he intends to keep a low- 


profile. "I don't know if making 
sparks or causing waves is going to 
make them get out to vote," he said. 


But Garr's actions show otherwise. 


Early in the campaign, at a candi- 
dates' forum held by the Assn. of In- 
dustry and Commerce, Garr had little 
to say. And when he did speak, he 
agreed with everything the other can- 
didates said. 


Soon after, the incumbents' endorse- 


ments came out, and Garr changed 
his approach. 


At the next forum, sponsored by the 


Village on the Lake homeowners, he 
hit the current board and Petri in a 
sensitive place — the village's water 
problem. 


"It's ironic that nine proposals were 


submitted by the water department 


Lee 
Garr 


and all were turned down," Garr said 
of the board's decision to relax last 
summer's sprinkling ban. "The pre- 
ventive maintenance program is not 
adequate." 


Trustees 
Nanci Vanderweel and 


Theodore Staddler stand behind the 
program, which includes regular re- 
pairs and maintenance. 


Petri, too, likes the current pro- 


gram and has said so many times. 


"I don't know exactly what the pro- 


gram is right now," Garr admitted. 
"But an in-depth study, if it has not 
been made, should be made on this." 


He also made a distinction between 


himself 
and the other 
candidates 


when he told Village on the Lake resi- 
dents tlist he favored their proposal to 
negotiate individual garbage pickup 
rates with companies of their choice. 


T h e other candidates, however

It was a typically ojuiet Thursday afternoon in the 


office of Arnold, Hinton & Hoff Inc. just south of the 
Woodfield Shopping Center in Schaumburg. 


Three officials of the advertising and marketing 


firm, Ken Knox, Dale Taylor and Ferdinand Reuter, 
were talking business. Knox was seated with his back 
to the large window that overlooks the mall and its 
vast parking lot. 


Reuter was sitting on the window ledge facing 


Taylor at his desk, only a few feet from his. compan- 
ions. 


Suddenly, the sharp crack of glass interrupted 


their conversation as a bullet zinged into the third- 
floor office, showering it with window fragments. 
The three hit the floor. 


"THE GLASS FLEW, then we flew,"' said Reuter, 


an account executive. 


One nervous secretary managed to joke about the 


incident: "That's the fastest I've ever seen them 
move around here." 


Schaumburg police were on the scene at 1701 


Woodfield Rd., within minutes, taking statements and 
looking for the slug, which they believe might be a 


KEN KNOX, whose head was only 24 inches 
below the bullet when it came through, watch- 
es police make a search. 


.38 or .357 magnum caliber. No motive has been es- 
tablished for the shooting, which police and office 
personnel say was an isolated incident. The bullet 
was rot found. 


Company officials 'aid they have not received 


threats, nor have shots been fired at the office be- 
fore. 


The bullet, which left a hole a little smaller than 


the size of a dime, entered the room only 24 inches 
above Knox's head and only inches from Reuter. If 
any of the three had been standing, consequences 
could have been grim. 


"I've got to believe it was an isolated incident," 


Knox, vice president and copy director, said with a 
grin. "Otherwise I might not come back to work."

Kissinger hiring private guards for his protection

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Former 


Sec. of State Henry Kissinger is re- 
cruiting a private security force to re- 
place ihe Secret Service protection he 
expects to lose by the end of the 
month, sources said Thursday. 


Kissinger has hired Walter Bothe, 


36, a veteran Secret Service agent and 
personal friend, to head the small se- 
curity group, sources said. 


They said Bothe, who was acciden- 


tally shot 2Vz years ago while guard- 


ing Kissinger, will resign from the Se- 
cret Service by May 11 to assume his 
new job. 


Bothe has been trying in recent 


weeks to hire other present or former 
agents to guard Kissinger, the sources 
said. It was not known how successful 
he has been or what, their salaries 
would be. 


ONE SOURCE SAID Bothe's annual 


salary would be substantially above 
his Secret Service base pay of ap- 
proximately $30,000, and he also will 


get an expense account and use of a 
car. 


A spokesman for Kissinger was re- 


luctant to discuss the new security ar- 
rangements, but said "security ex- 
pets" had agreed "there is a contin- 
uing need for protection for some 
time to come," 


The Kissinger spokesman said it 


was then decided "we would put to- 
gether a team and we are doing so 
now." 


•Kissinger has spent most of fiis time 


out of the public eye suice he left of-

fice in January. 


HE TESTIFIED for the first time 


as a private citizen on Capitol Hill 
Monday and made his first public 
speech Tuesday at Georgetown Univer- 
sity. 


He has accepted a visiting profes- 


sorship at Georgetown and is working 
on his memoirs. He also has agreed to 
provide news analysis for NBC tele- 
vision. 


Bothe accompanied Kissinger on 


many of his worldwide negotiating 
missions. 


On Oct. 11, 1974, he was accidental- 


ly shot with his own Uzi submachine 
gun aboard Kissinger's plane as it 
was taking off from Cairo en route to 
Damascus. 


Kissinger was talking with report- 


ers about 10 feet away when the plane 
lurched and the gun, stacked on top of 
others on the floor, discharged a bul- 
let into Bothe's arm.

Patricia .Kelley hates politics. 
When her husband ran for the Illi- 


nois General Assembly eight years a- 
go, she says, "I didn't want John to 
win, and I was glad when he didn't." 
She wanted him at home, not in 
Springfield. 


But when John Patrick, the oldest of 


her eight children, decided to follow 
in his dad's footsteps, Patrica climbed 
on the bandwagon with the rest of the 
family. "After all, I'm not married to 
Johnny," she says. 


With a degree in political science 


and construction experience during 
and after college, young Kelley chose 
to launch his political career as a 
Democratic candidate for Schaum- 
burg Township road commissioer. 


A $5,000-PER-YEAR part-time post 


that controls 14.5 miles of roadway in 
unincorporated areas is a far cry 
from the Illinois House, but at 23 it 
was a start. 


And when the results came in Tues- 


day night, Kelley came closer to win- 
ning an elective office 'than any other 
Democrat in the history of Schaum- 
burg Township. Carrying 16 of 61 pre- 
cincts with 1,514 votes, Kelley did sub- 
stantially better than all his running 
mates, but he didn't muster enough 
support to unseat "'David Erickson, the 
incumbent Republican. 


As the vote totals came in, the Kel- 


ley family was together at township 
Democratic 
headquarters. 
Father 


John Porter Kelley manned the tele- 
phone and adding machine, while Bill, 
a 22-year-old college senior majoring 
in political science, posted the totals 
called out by his brother, Tom, 20, 
who is studying accounting. 


Even the youngest of the Kelley 


clan, 11-year old Marty, watched with 
wide blue eyes as his brother's results 
came in. 


John Kelley was one of several 


youthful Democrats who made bids 
for office in the Northwest suburbs 
this year. 


IN 
WHEELING Township, two 


young Democrats, Mary Korzen, 25, 
and Raymond Carroll Jr., 21, led their 
ticket but lost the election. 


B u t in Elk Grove Township,

He says John is "inclined to work 


very hard at whatever he does" and 
spent "a lot of time,- three to four 
hours weekdays and" up to 10 or 12 
hours on weekends, going door-to- 
door" during the campaign. 


"If he had a campaign three or four 


months long, as some offices have, I 
think he would have made it by work 
and just sheer determination," Kelley 
says. 


But the older politician believes 


"one of the common ailments or mis- 
understandings" of young candidates 
comes from the national elections 
where there is more organization 
"and campaign gimmicks."

elections with national. In the local 
race you just have to get out there 
and ring doorbells," the elder Kelley 
says. 


Neither the candidate nor Ms father 


believe a majority of John's support 
came from his peer group. 


"When you go .through the poll 


sheets you find that much of the un- 
der-25 generation still hasn't regis- 
tered to vote," the elder Kelley says. 


John Patrick did well in the pre- 


cincts in the southwest area of Hoff- 
man Estates where he and most of his 
brothers and sisters grew up. But he 


also carried precints in Schaum- 
burg's Sheffield 
Towne townhouse 


E<rea and in Hanover Park, where the 
Kelley name is not well known. 


Young Kelley is not absolutely cer- 


tain about his future at this point, ex- 
cept for the knowledge that he will 
run for office again, probably not for 
a road commissioner's post, but he's 
not excluding any options. 


Pat and John Kelley say they are 


"proud" of John Patrick's perform- 
ance in the township race. "I attrib- 
ute the number of votes he got to good 
hard work and his commitment to 
serve rather than capitalize or take 
advantage of a public office. He can't 
tolerate self-serving politicians," his 
father says.

A Unit School District is one in which 
the elementary and high schools are under the direction of one Board 
pt Education and one administrative staff.

Dear Superintendent Martwick: 
Thank you for submitting the petition, maps, testimony, 
and other materials pertaining to the organization of 
Community Unit District within the boundaries of Com- 
munity Consolidated District 59 of Cook County. 
I have determined, based upon the record presented to 
me, that I must approve the petition. The School Code 
of Illinois, as set forth in Section 11-6, requires that 
the State Superintendent of Education review the peti- 
tion and render a decision within thirty days as to approv- 
al or denial. 


I have reviewed the entire record of the proceedings 
and taken the following into consideration: 
1. Whether the propsed district will have sufficient size 


(pupil enrollment) and financial resources (assessed 


valuation) to provide and maintain a recognized edu- 


cational program for grades kindergarten through 12. 


2. Whether the proposed school district is for the best 


interests of the schools of the area and the educational 
welfare of the pupils therein. 


3. Whether the territory for the proposed school district 


is compact and contiguous for school purposes. 


I find that the proposed school district is compact, con- 
tiguous, has sufficient size and financial resources, and 
is for the best interests of the schools of the area 
and the educational welfare of the pupils therein. 
In my judgment, the transcripts of the proceedings 
establish that the proposed unit district would provide 
for improved communication among the several schools 
within the territory and for the articulation of programs 
among all grades. I further find that the benefits 
thereby derived would outweigh any possible detri- 
ment to the existing districts. 


The requirements of the petition filed with the Regional 
Superintendent were in strict accordance with the pro- 
visions of this Act. It is my decision that an election 
shall be held in the manner provided for in Article 9 
of the Act for the purpose of voting for or against 
the proposition of establishing Community Unit School 
District within the boundaries of Community Consoli- 
dated School District 59.

Financial Advantages 


There would be the ability to maintain and improve the educational 
program of our children without a tax increase. If we don't form a 
Unit District, we will see the diminishing of the high school program 
and a sharp increase in taxes. 
District 214 has proposed a $25 million improvement program for all 
8 high schools. However, while $8.5 million is all that is needed for 
the improvements at Elk Grove High and Forest View High, the tax- 
payers in this area will actually be contributing $14.5 million to this 
program. Just this one instance illustrates that a Unit District would 
give us a $6 million advantage over the present system. This inequi- 
table ratio of contributions versus benefits applies to every relation- 
ship we have with the present high school district. We pay a dis- 
proportionate amount of money for what we actually receive in edu- 
cational benefits. 
In a Unit District, District 59 tax dollars would only be used to edu- 
cate the kindergarten through high school students living in this 25 
square mile area. Keeping our tax dollars "home" means $4,000,000 
this year alone. The same holds true for every year once a Unit 
District is formed. 
Questions and Answers 
Q. Is the formation of a Unit School District an appropriate 
area of concern for a business association? 
A. Yes, for many reasons. Business men and women have exactly 
the same concerns as everyone else. They are citizens, parents, tax- 
payers and students just as you are. If the quality of education can be 
improved, they benefit just as you do. If the tax rates can be stabiliz- 
ed, they benefit just as you do. 


Q. Who is permitted to vote in the election regarding the for- 
mation of a Unit District? 
A. The law says that only the people living within the territory in 
which a Unit School system is proposed, shall have the right to vote. 


Q. Is it fair that only the people living within the proposed 
Unit should be able to vote? 
A. Yes, it's their taxes and their children's educational opportunities 
at stake. Why should outsiders have a say? If the British Parliament 
had voted on the American Revolution we would still be a British 
colony instead of the United States of America. 


Q. By whom will the new district be governed? 


A. Following voter approval of the Unit District, the voters will elect 
a new board of education to operate it. Many highly qualified candi- 
dates have expressed interest in running for the board. The board 
will hire a superintendent and other administrators. 


Q. How do people who have created Unit Districts feel about 
their school organization? 
A. More than 95% of the districts in the iJnited States are Unit Dis- 
tricts. In Illinois 446 school systems out of 1029 total systems, have 
become unit districts. Presently, many districts are in the process of 
becoming Unit Districts for the obvious advantages it offers their 
students and taxpayers. To date, there is no evidence that any unit 
district, anywhere, has ever proposed changing back to a dual dis- 
trict. All it would take is a legislative change; and if it was felt that 
unit districts were not advantageous, there would be a ground swell 
all over this country attempting to make that change. 


Q. The high school children have been told there'll be no 
athletics, interscholastic sports, extra-curricular activities, 
radio station (at Forest View) etc., if a unit district is formed. 
Is this true? 
A. No. All of the research, studies and projections of the Unit District 
include every on-going program and activity currently offered to all 
District 214 students, which means students in the Unit District will 
have increased opportunities. 


Q. Is it true the high school teachers will lose their jobs if a 
Unit District is formed? 
A. No. The Elk Grove and Forest View High School teachers will 
have the same tenure protection in the new district that they current- 
ly have in District 214. 


Q. On April 9 the ballot will state that the tax rate for the new 
district is $3.2157 plus $.0625 per hundred of assessed valua- 
tion. How does this compare with the present rate? 
A. It will be $.0843 per hundred of assessed valuation less than tne 
combined elementary and high school rate if the referendum fails. 


Q. It is rumored that the high school teachers won't receive 
salary increases if a Unit is formed. True? 
A. Not true. The high school teachers have a two year salary con- 
tract with District 214, the term of which will be binding on the new 
Unit District and which offers them a 10% raise. 


Q. Will District 214 remove all of the typewriters, sports equip- 
ment and other equipment from Elk Grove and Forest View 
High Schools if a Unit is formed? 
A. No. In the process of reorganization, there is a procedure for 
dividing the assets which of course people in this area have already. 
paid for and to which they have legal rights of ownership.

59 Board of Education 
member, said the state's attorney's 
office also is investigating charges he 
made last spring concerning the in- 
itial filing of petitions to form the unit 
district. 


SUPPORTERS OF the unit district 


charged that Dist. 214 was allowing 
teachers to canvass the Dist. 59 area 
urging residents to vote against the

It was a typically (•juiet Thursday afternoon in the 


office of Arnold, Himon & Hoff Inc. just south of the 
Woodfield Shopping Center in Schaumburg. 


Three officials of the advertising and marketing 


firm, Ken Knox, Dale Taylor and Ferdinand Reuter, 
were talking business. Knox was seated with his back 
to the large window that overlooks the mall and its 
vast parking lot. 


Reuter was sitting on the window ledge facing 


Taylor at his desk, only a few feet from his compan- 
ions. 


Suddenly, the sharp crack of glass interrupted 


their conversation as a bullet zinged into the1 third- 
floor office, showering it with window fragments. 
The three hit the floor. 


"THE GLASS FLEW, then we flew," said Reuter, 


an account executive. 


One nervous secretary managed to joke about the 


incident: "That's the fastest I've ever seen them 
move around here." 


Schaumburg police were on the scene at 1701 


Woodfield Rd., within minutes, taking statements and 
looking for the slug, which they believe might be a

Kissinger hiring private guards for his protection

WASHINGTON (UPll - 
Former 


Sec. of State Henry Kissinger is re- 
cruiting a private security force to re- 
place the Secret Service protection he 
expects to lose by the end of the 
month, sources said Thursday. 


Kissinger has hired Walter Bothe, 


36, a veteran Secret Service agent and 
personal friend, to head the small se- 
curity group, sources said. 


They said Bothe. who was acciden- 


tally shot 2',i years ago while guard- 


ing Kissinger, will resign from the Se- 
cret Service by May 11 to assume his 
new job. 


Bothe has been trying in recent 


weeks to hire other present or former 
agents to guard Kissinger, the sources 
said. It was not known how successful 
he has been or what their salaries 
would be. 


ONE SOURCE SAID Bothe's annual 


salary would be substantially above 
his Secret Service base pay of ap- 
proximately $30,000, and he also will 


get an expense account and use of a 
car. 


A spokesman for Kissinger was re- 


luctant to discuss the new security ar- 
rangements, but said "security ex- 
pets" had agreed "there is a contin- 
uing need for protection for some 
time to come." 


The Kissinger spokesman said it 


was then decided "we would put to- 
gether a team and we are doing so 
now." 


Kissinger has spent most of his time 


out of the public eye since he left of- 


fice in January. 


HE TESTIFIED for the first time 


as a private citizen on Capitol Hill 
Monday and made his first public 
speech Tuesday at Georgetown Univer- 
sity. 


He has accepted a visiting profes- 


sorship at Georgetown and is working 
on his memoirs. He also has agreed to 
provide news analysis for NBC tele- 
vision. 


Bothe accompanied Kissinger on 


many of his worldwide negotiating 
missions. 


On Oct. 11, 1974, he was accidental- 


ly shot with his own Uzi submachine 
gun aboard Kissinger's plane as it 
was taking off from Cairo en route to 
Damascus. 


Kissinger was talking with report- 


ers about 10 feet away when the plane 
lurched and the gun, stacked on top of 
others on the floor, discharged a bul- 
let into Bothe's arm.

Office routine 
zinged to action 


It was a typically quiet Thursday afternoon in the 


office of Arnold, Hinton & Hoff Inc. just south of the 
Woodfield Shopping Center in Schaumburg. 


Three officials of the advertising and marketing 


firm, Ken Knox, Dale Taylor and Ferdinand Reuter, 
were talking business. Knox was seated with his back 
to the large window that overlooks the mall and its 
vast parking lot. 


Renter was sitting on the window ledge facing 


Taylor at his desk, only a few feet from his compan- 
ions. 


Suddenly, the sharp crack of glass interrupted 


their conversation as a bullet zinged into_the third- 
floor office, showering it with window fragments. 
The three hit the floor. 


"THE GLASS FLEW, then we flew," said Reuter, 


an account executive. 


One nervous secretary managed to joke about the 


incident: "That's the fastest I've ever seen them 
move around here." 


Schaumburg police were on the scene at 1701 


Woodfield Rd., within minutes, taking statements and 
looking for the slug, which they believe might be a 


KEN KNOX, whose head was only 24 inches 
below the bullet when it came through, watch- 
es police make a search. 


.38 or .357 magnum caliber. No motive has been es- 
tablished for the shooting, which police and office 
personnel say was an isolated incident. The bullet 
was not found. 


Company officials paid they have not received 


threats, nor have shots been fired at the office be- 
fore. 


The bullet, which left a hole a little smaller than 


the size of a dime, entered the room only 24 inches 
above Knox's head and only inches from Reuter. If 
any of the three had been standing, consequences 
could have been grim. 


"I've got to believe it was an isolated incident," 


Knox, vice president and copy director, said with a 
grin. "Otherwise I might not come back to work." 


OFFICE PERSONNEL sat at one side of the room 


while police launched a search for the bullet. Many 
employes laughed and cracked jokes about the in- 
cident to release nervous energy. 


"I still say chain mail drapes are the answer," 


Knox cracked to a secretary, who voiced fears of 
going into the parking lot where "a gremlin might be 
waiting."

Kissinger hiring private guards for his protection

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Former 


Sec. of State Henry Kissinger is re- 
cruiting a private security force to re- 
place the Secret Service protection he 
expects to lose by the end of the 
month, sources said Thursday. 


Kissinger has hired Walter Bothe, 


36, a veteran Secret Service agent and 
personal friend, to head the small se- 
curity group, sources said. 


They said Bothe, who was acciden- 


tally shot 2Vb years ago while guard- 


ing Kissinger, will resign from the Se- 
cret Service by May n to assume his 
new job. 


Bothe has been trying in recent 


weeks to hire other present or former 
agents to guard Kissinger, the sources 
said. It was not known how successful 
he has been or what their salaries 
would be. 


ONE SOURCE SAID Bothe's annual 


salary would be substantially above 
his Secret Service base pay of ap- 
proximately $30,000, and he also wiD 


get an expense account, arid use of a 
car. 


A spokesman for Kissinger was re- 


luctant to discuss the new security ar- 
rangements, but said "security ex- 
pets" had agreed "there is a contin- 
uing need for protection for some 
time to come." 


The Kissinger spokesman said it 


was then decided "we would put to- 
gether a team and we are doing so 
now." 


Kissinger has spent most of his time 


out of the public eye since he left of- 


fice in January. 


HE TESTIFIED for the first time 


as a private citizen on Capitol Hill 
Monday and made his first public 
speech Tuesday at Georgetown Univer- 
sity. 


He has accepted a visiting profes- 


sorship at Georgetown and is working 
on his memoirs. He also has agreed to 
provide news analysis for NBC tele- 
vision. 


Bothe accompanied 
Kissinger on 


many of his worldwide 
negotiating 


missions. 


. On Oct. 11, 1974, he was accidental- 
ly shot with his'own Uzi submachine 
gun aboard Kissinger's plane as it 
was taking off from Cairo en route to 
Damascus.

lurched and the gun, stacked on top of 
others on the floor, discharged a bul- 
let into Bothe's arm.

Hired gun 'turned' on Patty

Patricia Columbo tried to hire a hit 


man to murder her Elk Grove Village 
family, but the man turned informant 
and aided police who arrested her, a 
detective testified Thursday. 


Det. Raymond Rose of the Elk 


Grove Village Police Dept. told, dur- 
ing 
a pretrial hearing, 
how in- 


vestigators received information that 
led to the May 15, 1976 arrests of Miss 
Columbo, 20, and her boyfriend, Frank 


DeLuca, 39, at their Lombard apart- 
ment. 


Rose also described how DeLuca re- 


fused to let police into the apartment, 
how Miss Columbo shouted obsce- 
nities at police and how police finally 
had to try kicking down the door to 
gain entry.

It was a typically i^uiet Thursday afternoon in the 


office of Arnold, Hinton & Hoff Inc. just South of the 
Woodfield Shopping Center in Schaumburg. 


Three officials of the advertising and marketing 


firm, Ken Knox, Dale Taylor and Ferdinand Reuter, 
were talking business. Knox was seated with his back 
to the large window that overlooks the mall and its 
vast parking lot. 


Reuter was sitting on the window ledge facing 


Taylor at his desk, only a few feet from his compan- 
ions. 


Suddenly, the sharp crack of glass interrupted 


their conversation as a bullet zinged into the third- 
floor office, showering it with window fragments. 
The three hit the floor. 


"THE GLASS FLEW, then we flew," said Reuter, 


an account executive. 


One nervous secretary managed to joke about the 


incident: "That's the fastest I've ever seen them 
move around here." 


Schaumburg police were on the scene at 1701 


Woodfield Rd., within minutes, taking statements and 
looking for the slug, which they believe might be a 


KEN KNOX, whose head was only 24 inches 
below the bullet when it came through, watch- 
es police make a search. 


.38 or .357 magnum caliber. No motive has been es- 
tajslished for the shooting, which police and office 
personnel say was an isolated incident. The bullet 
was pot found.

The bullet, which left a hole a little smaller than 


the size of a dime, entered the room only 24 inphes 
above Knox's head and only inches from Reuter. If 
any of the three had been standing, consequences 
could have been grim.

Kissinger hiring private guards for his protection

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Former 


Sec. of State Henry Kissinger is re- 
cruiting a private security force to re- 
place the Secret Service protection he 
expects to lose by the end of the 
month, sources said Thursday. 


Kissinger has hired Walter Bothe, 


36, a veteran Secret Service agent and 
personal friend, to head the small se- 
curity group, sources said. 


They said Bothe, who was acciden- 


tally shot 2V? years ago while guard- 


ing Kissinger, will resign from the Se- 
cret Service by May 11 to assume his 
new job. 


Bothe has been trying in recent 


weeks to hire other present or former 
agents to guard Kissinger, the sources 
said. It was not known how successful 
he has been or whar their salaries 
would be. 


ONE SOURCE SAID Bothe's annual 


salary would be substantially above 
his Secret Service base pay of ap- 
proximately $30,000, and he also will 


get an expense account and use of a 
car. 


A spokesman for Kissinger was re- 


luctant to discuss the new security ar- 
rangements, but said "security ex- 
pets" had agreed "there is a contin- 
uing need for protection for some 
time to coipe." 


The Kissinger spokesman said it 


was then decided "we would put to- 
gether a team and we are doing so 
now." 


Kissinger has spent most of his time 


out of the public eye since he left of- 


fice in January. 


HE TESTIFIED for the first time 


as a private citizen on Capitol Hill 
Monday and made his first public 
speech Tuesday at Georgetown Univer- 
sity. 


He has accepted, a visiting profes- 


sorship at Georgetown and is working 
on his memoirs. He also has agreed to 
provide news analysis for NBC tele- 
vision. 


Bothe accompanied Kissinger on 


many of his worldwide negotiating 
missions. 


On Oct. 11, 1974, he was accidental- 


ly shot with his own Uzi submachine 
gun aboard Kissinger's plane as it 
was taking off from Cairo en route to 
Damascus. 


Kissinger was talking with report- 


ers about 10 feet away when the plane 
lurched and the gun, stacked on top of 
others on the floor, discharged a bul- 
let into Bothe's arm. A fragment 
broke off and struck the bodyguard in 
the head, but he was not seriously in- 
jured.

Tax hike 
vote favored 
by hopefuls 


All five Mount Prospect Library 


Board candidates favor a referendum 
to increase the library tax levy to pro- 
vide additional funds for library oper- 
ations. 


Although they have all said they 


support a referendum to increase the 
current library tax levy of 15 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation, only one can- 
didate lias offered specific numbers. 


Dennis J. Harkins, a candidate for a 


two-year term, suggested residents be 
asked in the referendum to increase 
the levy to 22 cents per ?100 assessed 
valuation. 


"All of the funding problems for the 


library would be solved in the years 
to come," Harkins, 25, told about 250 
residents who attended a candidates' 
night program Wednesday sponsored" 
by the Mount Prospect Chamber of 
Commerce. 


UNDFR IIARK1NS' proposal, about 


$555,000 could be raised from taxes by 
increasing the levy from 15 to 22 
cents. The amount, however, would 
vary according to annual adjustments 
in the village assessed valuation. 
Mount Prospect's current assessed 
valuation is estimated at $235 million. 


Although the library operates inde- 


pendently of the village, its expenses 
are subject to village approval. Li- 
brary funds are generated from a sep- 
arate tax levied on the village tax bill. 


The budgeting procedure has been a 


sore spot with both boards in the last 
few years, causing friction between li- 


brary directors and village trustees 
over library funding. 


"The referendum should take place 


in the near future," said Martha J. 
Hopkins, unopposed candidate for a 
six-year term on the library board. 
"It is much more realistic to raise the 
village rate from the start than to 
give it to the library in what, in effect 
is a hidden tax." 


Patricia D. Scola, another candi- 


date for a two-year term on the li- 
brary board, also said she supports a 
referendum to increase library fund- 
ing. "There as no other single issue I 
know of that has caused such emo- 
tional furor as the library," she said. 
"The library should be the focal point 
of Mount Prospect. We should be able 
to tell our neighbors we go to the 
Mount Prospect library, not Arling- 
ton's." 


The constant haggling over library 


finances each year between the li- 
brary and village boards is "ridicu- 
lous, unnecessary and damaging to 
the community," said Anton Dvylis, a 
write-in candidate for a two-year term 
on the board. Dvylis said he is cam- 
paigning for more friendly relations 
between the two elected bodies. 


Voters April 19 will elect three li- 


brary board directors — two to serve 
six-year terms and one to serve a two- 
year term. 


Judy A. Bennett, running unopposed 


for a six-year term, did not attend the 
candidates' night program but has en- 
dorsed the proposed referendum.

Office routine 
zinged to action 


It was a typically iiuiet Thursday afternoon in the 


office of Arnold, Hinton & Hoff Inc. just south of the 
Woodfield Shopping Center in Schaumburg. 


Three officials of the advertising and marketing 


firm, Ken Knox, Dale Taylor and Ferdinand Reuter, 
were talking business. Knox was seated with his back 
to the large window that overlooks the mall and its 
vast parking lot. 


Reuter was sitting on the window ledge facing 


Taylor at his desk, only a few feet from his compan- 
ions. 


Suddenly, the sharp crack of glass interrupted 


their conversation as a bullet zinged into the third- 
floor offlice, showering it with window fragments. 
The three hit the floor. 


"THE GLASS FLEW, then we flew," said Reuter, 


an account executive. 


One nervous secretary managed to joke about the 


incident: "That's the fastest I've ever seen them 
move around here." 


Schaumburg police were on the scene at 1701 


Woodfield Rd., within minutes, taking statements and 
looking for the slug, which they believe might be a 


KEN KNOX, whose head was only 24 inches 
below the bullet when it came through, watch- 
es police make a search. 


.38 or .357 magnum caliber. No motive has been es- 
tablished for the shooting, which police and office 
personnel say was an isolated incident. The bullet 
was rot found. 


Company officials said they have not received 


threats, nor have shots been fired at the office be- 
fore. 


The bullet, which left a hole a little smaller than 


the size of a dime, entered the room only 24 inches 
above Knox's head and only inches from Reuter. If 
any of the three had been standing, consequences 
could have been grim. 


"I've got to believe it was an isolated incident,"

hiring private guards for his protection

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Former 


Sec. of State Henry Kissinger is re- 
cruiting a private security force to re- 
place the Secret Service protection he 
expects to lose by the end of the 
month, sources said Thursday. 


Kissinger has hired Walter Bo the, 


36, a veteran Secret Service agent and 
personal friend, to head the small se- 
curity group, sources saifl. 


They said Bothe. who was acciden- 


tally shot 2Va years ago while guard- 


ing Kissinger, will resign from the Se- 
cret Service by May 11 to assume his 
new job. 


Bothe has been trying in recent 


weeks to hire other present or former 
agents to guard Kissinger, the sources 
said. It was not known how successful 
he has been or what, their salaries 
would be. 


ONE SOURCE SAID Bothe's annual 


salary would be substantially above 
his Secret Service base pay of ap- 
proximately $30,000, and he also will 


get an expense, account and use of a 
car. 


A spokesman for Kissinger was re- 


luctant to discuss the new security ar- 
rangements, but said "security ex- 
pets" had agreed "there is a contin- 
uing need for protection tor some 
time to come." 


The Kissinger spokesman said it 


was then decided "we would put to- 
gether a team and we are doing so 
now." 


Kissinger has spent most of his time 


out of the public eye since he left of- 


fice in January. . 


HE TESTIFIED for the first time 


as a private citizen on Capitol Hill 
Monday and made his first public 
spiech Tuesday at Georgetown Univer- 
sity. s 


He has accepted a visiting profes- 


sorship at Georgetown and is working 
on his memoirs. He also has agreed to 
provide news analysis for NBC tele- 
vision,

On Oct. 11, 1974, he was accidental-

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Dist. 26 won't make program cuts

No cuts in the educational program 


will be made for 1977-78 by the River 
Trails Dist. 26 Board of Education be- 
cause of an unexpected increase in 
revenue. 


However, some cuts will be made in 


nonteacher positions and some fees 
will be raised in 1977-78 to save mon- 
ey, the board has decided. 


Budget cuts, including the elimina- 


tion of some educational programs, 
had been recommended as a way to 
save money 
following the defeat 


March 19 of a tax increase referen- 
dum. 


OFFICIALS HAD SAID a successful 


referendum would have allowed the 
district to maintain its curriculum 
and to keep a balanced budget. 


Revised state funding and under- 


spending this year have produced 
$209,000 more than was budgeted for 
1976-77 Ralph Beaudoin, director of 
business services told the board Tues- 
day. 


This total includes $108,000 provided 


through a change in the state-aid for- 
mula that funds education, $37,000 in 
reimbursement for special education 
programs, $23,400 from an unusually 
high percentage of tax collection and 
$4o,ooo less in 1976-77 expenditures, he 
said. 


"This has been a volatile year for 


state funding because many districts 
reached their maximum funding un- 
der the old formula 
(which was 


changed in November) and were 
screaming they had no place to go," 
Beaudoin said. 


The timing and the amount of fund- 


ing available from the state usually is 
not known until Dist. 26 receives its 
money, he said, and the district has 
been learning of these pieces of extra 
revenue for several months. "Money 
dribbles in month by month," he said. 


BECAUSE OF THR additional reve- 


nue, what had been projected as a 
$172,000 deficit for 1976-77 instead will 
be a $79,000 surplus, Beaudoin said. 


A $12!).000 deficit still is projected 


for 1977-78, and the board has agreed 
to make cuts totaling $34,680 in cleri- 
cal and other nonteacher positions for 
that year. Book fees also will be 
raised next year to gain an additional 
$10,000, the board has decided. 


These cuts plus the $79,000 surplus 


for 1976-77 will nearly wipe out the 
1977-7B deficit, Beaudoin said. 


Positions to be cue are one junior 


high custodian, one clerical position in 
the administration building, one psy- 
chological services clerk and the dis- 
trict's hearing/vision technician. 


A secretarial 
position at 
River 


Trails Junior High also will be elimi- 
nated when the employe resigns at the 
end of the school year. 


BOOK FEES WILL BE raised from 


$5 to $fl 50 for kindergarteners, from 
$10 to $15 for grades one through six, 
and from $11 to $16.50 for 'junior high 
students. 


Referendum to raise taxes urged 


A 
recommendation that 
River 


Trails O'st 26 have a referendum this 
summer to raise its taxes to equal 
those in Mount Prospect Dist. 57 has 
been made by John Fridlund, Dist. 26 
superintendent. 


The recommendation is looked upon 


as a stpp toward consolidation with 
Dist. 37. 


Taxes would have to be increased in 


two budget funds, Fridlund said. 
These are the education fund, which 
pays for educational programs and 
teachers salaries, and the operations 
fund, which pays for the maintenance 
and repair of district buildings. 


AN INCREASE of 7 cents per $100 


assessed valuation in the education 
fund and 12 5 cents per $100 in the 
operations fund should be sought, 
Fridlund said. The total increase 
would mean residents owning homes 
assessed at $10.000 would pay $19 50 
more annually in taxes. 


The Hist. 26 education fund tax rate 


is $1.60 per $100. while its operations 
fund rate is 23 cents per $100. The tax 
rates In Dist. 57 are $1.67 per $100 in 
the education fund and 37 5 cents per 


$100 in the operations tund. 


Fridlund said Dist. 57 officials "cer- 


tainly are willing to talk" about a 
merger. "The possibility is very 
open," he said. 


Dist. 57 Supt. Earl Sutler was un- 


available for comment Wednesday. 


It would be helpful for Dist. 26 to 


approach'consolidation with a tax rate 
that is equal to Dist. 57's, Fridlund 
said. 


"With even tax rates, no one could 


say, 'Who wants consolidation with 
them? Their tax rates are higher than 
ours.' Or 'Who wants consolidation 
with them? Their tax rates are lower 
than ours,' " Fridlund said. 


WHEN SCHOOL districts merge, 


state law requires the districts to take 
on the tax rate of the district with the 
higher levy, he said. 


Board Pres. Leora Rosen has said a 


Dist. 26 committee will be named at 
the April 19 board meeting to study 
consolidation with Dist 57.

Beaudoin said deficits totaling $1.1 


million, which have been forecast for 
1978-79 and 1979-80, also will be eased 
by the cuts made for 1977-78 


An additional factor is the district's 


working cash fund, a type of internal 
bank account from which other budg- 
et funds may borrow. 


Beaudoin said the fund will contain 


about $240,000 by the end of the school 
year. It gains about $35,000 a year 
through the levy of a small working 
cash tax, he said. 


A porlion of the deficits expected in 


1978-79 and 1979-80 could be offset by 
using working cash funds, he said. 


"WHAT THIS ADDS up to is time 


we didn't think we had at the start of 
the school year," said Sylvia Lurie, 
chairwoman of the board's finance 
committee. 


The board also directed the admin- 


istration to prepare a comprehensive 
evaluation of the junior high program 
by December 1977 so board members 


may review how proposed cuts would 
affect students. - 


Supt. John Fridlund has recom- 


mended the board consider eliminat- 
ing junior high programs in French, 
speech and typing and cutting back on 
instruction in music, art and physical 
education at both elementary and ju- 
nior high levels to save money.

District should be formed. A Unit School District is one in which 
the elementary and high schools are under the direction of one Board 
of Education and one administrative staff.

Dear Superintendent Martwick: 
Thank you for submitting the petition, maps, testimony, 
and other materials pertaining to the organization of 
Community Unit District within the boundaries of Com- 
munity Consolidated District 59 of Cook County. 
I have determined, based upon the record presented to 
me, that I must approve the petition. The School Code 
of Illinois, as set forth in Section 11-6, requires that 
the State Superintendent of Education review the peti- 
tion and render a decision within thirty days as to approv- 
al or denial. 


I have reviewed the entire record of the proceedings 
and taken the following into consideration: 
1. Whether the propsed district will have sufficient size 


(pupil enrollment) and financial resources (assessed 


valuation) to provide and maintain a recognized edu- 


cational program for grades kindergarten through 12. 


2. Whether the proposed school district is for the best 


interests of the schools of the area and the educational 
welfare of the pupils therein. 


3. Whether the territory for the proposed school district 


is compact and contiguous for school purposes. 


I find that the proposed school district is compact, con- 
tiguous, has sufficient size and financial resources, and 
is for the best interests of the schools of the area 
and the educational welfare of the pupils therein. 
In my judgment, the transcripts of the proceedings 
establish that the proposed unit district would provide 
for improved communication among the several schools 
within the territory and for the articulation of programs 
among all grades. I further find that the benefits 
thereby derived would outweigh any possible detri- 
ment to the existing districts. 


The requirements of the petition filed with the Regional 
Superintendent were in strict accordance with the pro- 
visions of this Act. It is my decision that an election 
shall be held in the manner provided for in Article 9 
of the Act for the purpose of voting for or against 
the proposition of establishing Community Unit School 
District within the boundaries of Community Consoli- 
dated School District 59.

There would be the ability to maintain and improve the educational 
program of our children without a tax increase. If we don't form a 
Unit District, we will see the diminishing of the high school program 
and a sharp increase in taxes. 
District 214 has proposed a $25 million improvement program for all 
8 high schools. However, while $8.5 million is all that is needed for 
the improvements at Elk Grove High and Forest View High, the tax- 
payers in this area will actually be contributing $14.5 million to this 
program. Just this one instance illustrates that a Unit District would 
give us a $6 million advantage over the present system. This inequi- 
table ratio of contributions versus benefits applies to every relation- 
ship we have with the present high school district. We pay a dis- 
proportionate amount of money for what we actually receive .in edu- 
cational benefits. 
In a Unit District, District 59 tax dollars would only be used to edu- 
cate the kindergarten through high school students living in this 25 
square mile area. Keeping our tax dollars "home" means $4,000,000 
this year alone. The same holds true for every year once a Unit 
District is formed. 
Questions and Answers 
Q. Is the formation of a Unit School District an appropriate 
area of concern for a business association? 
A. Yes, for many reasons. Business men and women have exactly 
the same concerns as everyone else. They are citizens, parents, tax- 
payers and students just as you are. If the quality of education can be 
improved, they benefit just as you do. If the tax rates can be stabiliz- 
ed, they benefit just as you do. 


Q. Who is permitted to vote in the election regarding the for- 
mation of a Unit District? 
A. The law says that only the people living within the territory in 
which a UnitSchool system is proposed, shall have the right to vote. 


Q. Is it fair that only the people living within the proposed 
Unit should be able to vote? 
A. Yes, it's their taxes and their children's educational opportunities 
at stake. Why should outsiders have a say? If the British Parliament 
had voted on the American Revolution we would still be a British 
colony instead of the United States of America. 


Q. By whom will the new district be governed? 


A. Following voter approval of the Unit District, the voters will elect 
a new board of education to operate it. .Many highly qualified candi- 
dates have expressed interest in running for the board. The board 
will hire a superintendent and other administrators. 


Q. How do people who have created Unit Districts feel about 
their school organization? 
A. More than 95% of the districts in the United States are Unit Dis- 
tricts. In Illinois 446 school systems out of 1029 total systems, have 
become unit districts. Presently, many districts are in the process of 
becoming Unit Districts for the obvious advantages it offers their 
students and taxpayers. To date, there is no evidence that any unit 
district, anywhere, has ever proposed changing back to a dual dis- 
trict. All it would take is a legislative change; and if it was felt that 
unit districts were not advantageous, there would be a ground swell 
all over this country attempting to make that change. 


Q. The high school children have been told there'll be no 
athletics, interscholastic sports, extra-curricular activities, 
radio station (at Forest View) etc., if a unit district is formed. 
Is this true? 
A. No. All of the research, studies and projections of the Unit District 
include every on-going program and activity currently offered to all 


/ District 214 students, which means students in the Unit District will 


have increased opportunities. 


Q. Is it true the high school teachers will lose their jobs if a 
Unit District is formed? 
A. No. The Elk Grove and Forest View High School teachers will 
have the same tenure protection in the new district that they current- 
ly have in District 214. 


Q. On April 9 the ballot will state that the tax rate for the new 
district is $3.2157 plus $.0625 per hundred of assessed valua- 
tion. How does this compare with the present rate? 
A. It will be $.0843 per hundred of assessed valuation less than the 
combined elementary and high school rate if the referendum fails. 


Q. It is rumored that the high school teachers won't receive 
salary increases if a Unit is formed. True? 
A. Not true. The high school teachers have a two year salary con-' 
tract with District 214, the term of which will be binding on the new 
Unit District and which offers them a 10% raise. 


Q. Will District 214 remove all of the typewriters, sports equip- 
ment and other equipment from Elk Grove and Forest View 
High Schools if a Unit is formed? 
A. No. In the process of reorganization, there is a procedure for 
dividing the assets which of course people in this area have already, 
paid for and to which they have legal rights of ownership.

• Unit district. Freeman said he is 


against the unit district because the 
high school and elementary districts 
are providing good educational pro- 
grams separately. He said a unit dis- 
trict would be too big and too ex- 
pensive,, but a small elementary dis- 
trict could keep costs down. 


"The bigger things are, the more 


they cost," he said. 


• Teachers' salary. "It's nice to say 


you'd like to pay more to get the best 
teachers;" he said, "but the more you 
give in raises, the less there is for 
other projects." He said teachers may 
eventually have to choose between a 
raise and bigger classes, but they do 
deserve a cost-of-living increase. 


• Teachers' unions. Freeman said 


he has no objection to working with a 
strong teachers' union, but said he is 
in favor of revising the tenure system.

should fully fund existing programs 
before starting new ones, she said.

• Teachers' unions. "I'd like to be 


as generous to them as I'd like them 
to be toward us," she said. Unions are 
a fact of life, she said.

• Merger. Carter said he would like 


to see Dist. 26 and nearby districts 
form committees and write a report 
on the feasibility of consolidation. It is 
a possibility to be considered, he said, 
but further study should be done first. 
• .Park View,School. The district 


sh'ould keep the building and continue 
to rent it to educational tenants, he 
said. Residents who live near the 
school,do not want it to be sold be- 
cause they fear that a zoning change 
would bring in undesirable businesses 
or heavy traffic, he said. 


• Voluntary busing. Carter said he 


is not against a busing plan, but said 
he would take a citizen poll before 
voting to determine public opinion. He 
suggested forming a citizens' com- 
mittee, to get public input on the issue 
because residents seem to be against 
the idea. 


• Unit district. "There has not been 


enough citizen involvement or mate- 
rial put out," Carter said. 3efore dis- 
tricts consider forming units, he said, 
the advantages and disadvantages of 
the plan should be presented to dis- 
trict residents.

• Merger. Although Dist. 26 would 


lose some of its local control by con- 
solidation with a neighboring district, 
the move would help solve the prob- 
lem of declining enrollments, 
she 


said. 


She recommended the board study 


the idea in more depth. 


• Park View School. Mrs. Daskal 


said the board should continue to 
lease the building until more accurate 
reports of community growth are 
made. 


She said selling the building is a 


possibility if an appropriate buyer can 
be found, but the district can do best 
now by holding onto it. 


• Voluntary busing. The board 


should consider voluntary busing of 
Chicago children into the district, she 
said, but "now isn't the time to look 
at it." 


She said community support of the 


idea is an important consideration. 


• Unit district. Mrs. Daskal said 


forming a unit district "would not be 
a good thing for Dist. 26." She said it 
is another option the district could 
think about as a way to balance the 
budget. 


Dist. 59 candidates differ on finances

Newcomer and incumbent candidates for the Elk Grove Town- 


ship 59 Board of Education differed widely on the financial condi- 
tion of the district during a recent candidates' night. 


Incumbent Gerald Smiley, of 1156 Cheltenham Rd., Elk Grove 


Village, told an audience of 100 residents Wednesday that Dist. 59 
Is In a "relatively good" financial condition. 


But Harold Harvey, 200 Marshall, Des Plaines, disagreed, say- 


ing "financial and educational bankruptcy are inevitable" unless 
district financial position changes soon. 


"WE WERE BORROWED to the hilt when I first got on the 


board in 1972," Smiley said. "This year we will be borrowing only 
$1 million in tax anticipation warrants, all in the building fund, 
and by next year we're projecting there'll be no borrowing." 


Even so, the district is spending more than it receives as income 


and is depleting its reserves, he said, The board must get its 
"house in order" by setting limits and budget guidelines and hav- 
ing the discipline to live within these, he said. 


Smiley suggested the board seriously examine the number of 


administrators in the district and their salaries as well as class 
size and the number of teachers. 


"We have $1.5 million in teachers orders, $4.6 million in working 


cash bonds and $2.2 million in interest that must be paid back over 
the next five years," Harvey said, "That's pure debt." 


HARVEY SUGGESTED the board "start living within the real 


world" and look toward reducing noneducational expenditures and 
close and sell schools. If these measures are not sufficient, the 


board should ask the voters for a tax rate increase, he said. 


Newcomer Sharon Chavoen, 641 C. Burgundy Ct., Elk Grove 


Village agreed that the "fashionable trivia" must be cut from the 
district's budget before the voters are asked to increase their 
taxes. 
• 


Noting that Dist. 59 Supt. Roger W Bardwell said the district 


needed a 40-cent tax rate increase in 1975 and the board went for a 
25-cent increase, Mrs. Chavoen said the district "must be in 
trouble." 


Incumbent Paul Kucharski, 803 Victoria Ln., Arlington Heights, 


said if legally possible, the best thing the district can do is declare 
bankruptcy. 


Since declaring bankruptcy is not allowable, Kucharski advo- 


cated hiring a financial consultant to tell the board of its options 
and forming a finance committee of residents with financial ex- 
pertise. 


HE SAID HE would go to the voters for a tax rate increase only 


after budget cuts had been made and the board has proved its 
fiscal responsibility. 


"We had a $3 million deficit in 1967, a $6 million deficit in 1972 


and a $10 million deficit in 1977," candidate Richard Stamm, 1414 
Redwood Dr., Mount Prospect said. "The answer is to go for the 
maximum (tax rate) and levy for what you need." 


Newcomer Saul Cohen, 312 Dorchester Ln,, Elk Grove Village, 


said he is not sure what the district's, financial position is because 
the district's accounting firm does not use the same numbers and 
systems as the district's business manager. 


"We have to know what our income is, what we're spending 


against," he said. "My philosophy on running schools is that the 
district should spend-every penny that comes in as long as the 
money is there to pay bills." 


IF BUDGET CUTS -can be made that still leave the district's 


program "adequate and responsive" to the students that is the 
way to go, he said. If this cannot be done, Cohen said he is not 
opposed to seeking a tax rate increase. 


Incumbent Avis Wold, 540 Ruskin, Elk 'Grove Village, said the 


district's projected deficit of $700,000 for this year is "much low- 
er" than had been anticipated. 


She said the district is a viable one that does not have to be 


bailed out by the formation of a unit school district. 
, If necessary, Mrs. Wold said she would prefer asking, the voters 
to increase the tax rate rather than'cutting direct,educational 
services to students. 


Incumbent Donald Zommer, 817 Delphia, Elk. Grove Village, said 


he would like> to see the best possible education provided for every 
child within the district's expenses. 


"We have to ask why money is needed and find out what every 


building's expenses are," he said. 


Cohen, Harvey, Kucharski, Mrs. Wold and Zommer are vying 


for two 3-year positions on the Dist. 59 board. 


Mrs. Chavoen and Smiley are vying for one 1-year position on 


the board. 


Stamm is unopposed for a 2-year board position.
